A FALSE DICHOTOMY

You published an article titled “‘A Bitter Pill’: 
APD begins life under Chapter 143,” [News, 

Jan. 5] which described Austin City Council’s 
decision to reject the most recent draft of its 
meet-and-confer agreement with the Austin 
Police Association (APA). The article portrayed 
Council’s decision in a very negative light, imply¬ 
ing that the decision was hasty and uninformed, 
and failing to give Council credit for representing 
and supporting the needs of the community. The 
author observed that in the days following the 
vote, council members explained their decision, 
expressed disappointment in the APA’s choice to 
leave negotiations, and suggested the possibili¬ 
ty of an interim contract that would serve some 
needs of both parties. However, instead of

negotiations or violate the contract, but this 
implication is a false dichotomy. 

If the APA had been willing to adequately 
address the community’s calls for transparency 
and oversight, there’s no reason further prog¬ 
ress couldn’t have been made. And finally, 
while depicting Council as naive and solely 
responsible for the contract’s demise, the arti¬ 
cle failed to highlight the immense relief and 
hope Council’s vote provided to many in the 
community. While there are clearly drawbacks 
to reverting back to Chapter 143, there is also 
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praising Council’s transparent communication 
and openness to compromise, the author dis¬ 
missed these actions as efforts by council 
members to “save face” after having made a 
decision without “considering the consequenc¬ 
es.” The article also implied that Council was 
pushing the APA into treacherous legal territory 
by suggesting further negotiations, noting that 
the APA could not extend negotiations if the 
two sides were no longer making progress. This 
implies that the APA’s only options were to leave 


a lot to be gained from investing our resources 
into other community initiatives. Whether the 
APA and Council come back to the table and 
achieve a truly progressive contract, or whether 
Council chooses to reallocate those funds 
toward mental health services, substance abuse 
treatment, programs for the homeless, or other 
crime-reduction projects, many Austinites are 
very happy about Council’s decision, viewing it 
as a step forward for our community.

TRUMP’S WHITE HOUSE FOLLIES OBSCURE A DEEPER TRAIL OF CORRUPTION 


AUSTIN STATE HOSPITAL has received 

$15.5 million for a campus redesign. Dell Medical 
School will lead the mental health facility’s trans¬ 
formation, which will include a center for brain 
health. The plan is part of the Health and Human 
Services Commission’s release of $47.7 million to 
begin improving the state hospital system, a por¬ 
tion of the $300 million allotted by the Texas 
Legislature last session for that purpose. 


AFTER ATTORNEY GENERAL Jeff Sessions 

announced he’d roll back an Obama-era policy 
restraining federal prosecutors from going after 
marijuana cases in legalized states, Austin’s first 
cannabis dispensary said they remain committed to 
growing CBD medicine.

IT’S CEDAR FEVER TIME! Pollen from ashe 

juniper (aka cedar) trees began peaking to annual 
highs this week, expected to be steady until late 
winter. 


I haven’t yet read the hot new D.C. White 
House expose, Michael Wolff’s Fire and 
Fury. It only seems that I have, since all the 
juicy bits of the inside-gossip book have 
been reported ad nauseam 
elsewhere. The Trump 
administration has simulta¬ 
neously accused Wolff of 
writing fiction and violating 
privacy (self-contradicting 
charges); would-be Imperial 
Consigliere Steve Bannon 
has been denounced and de- 
Breitbarted; Trump toady 
Stephen Miller, blasting 
Bannon and the book, told 
CNN’s Jake Tapper that 
POTUS is indeed a “genius,” and (in Wolff’s 
arithmetic) “100%” of Trump’s sycophantic 
official circle is convinced that he’s an idiot. 

“I thought everybody already knew this,” 
Wolff has been telling interviewers, and the 
truth is, we did. The national disgrace has 


been abundantly obvious from Day 1 - 
when Trump brazenly lied about the size of 
his inaugural crowd - or indeed during his 
utterly shameless campaign, and it hasn’t 
gotten any better. The book’s 
title trivializes Trump’s 
vicious threat to annihilate 
North Korea, a country of 25 
million people, not to men¬ 
tion another 50 million South 
Koreans, our nominal allies. 
More recently, like a dement¬ 
ed juvenile, he’s boasted 
about the size of his nuclear 
“big button.” 

It would be laughable, yes, 
if it weren’t so murderous. If 
reading Wolff’s sensational confirmation of 
the insider version of what is in fact com¬ 
mon knowledge helps eventually to put an 
end to the Trump era, by all means enjoy 
the read. But if you’re looking for a book of 
more substance, that recounts in great 


detail the corrupt background of Trump’s 
rise to wealth, prominence, and power, I 
recommend instead Luke Harding’s Collu¬ 
sion: Secret Meetings, Dirty Money, and 
How Russia Helped Donald Trump Win. 

The List of Suspects 

Harding is a reporter for The Guardian, 
with a particular expertise on Russia, where 
he spent four years as Moscow bureau chief 
until he was expelled for reporting the 
regime deemed unfavorable. His latest 
book features the breezy style common to 
British journalism, but its relentless accu¬ 
mulation of detail compiles the damaging 
record of Trump’s dubious business and 
political dealings. Does it demonstrate, if 
not prove, “collusion” with the Russian gov¬ 
ernment and Russian sources? Consider 
just a few highlights. 

• Carter Page - Trump’s former “leading 
Russia expert” although both American and

The Devil’s in the Details 

AND OF COURSE, NO ONE WANTS TO WRESTLE WITH THE DEVIL

Russian sources routinely describe him as 
an “idiot” - made several trips to Russia 
seeking both business deals and political 
intelligence, and was told that Russia held 
compromising information on both Hillary 
Clinton and Trump. 

• Michael Flynn, Trump’s former national 
security adviser, repeatedly spoke with 
Russian ambassador Sergey Kislyak dur¬ 
ing the electoral transition, allegedly dis¬ 
cussing removal of Ukraine-related eco¬ 
nomic sanctions against Russia. (Flynn 
was fired, ostensibly for lying to Vice 
President Mike Pence, and has since plead¬ 
ed guilty to lying to the FBI, in lieu of 
heavier charges.) 

• Trump has been courted by Russian gov¬ 
ernment and business sources (virtually 
indistinguishable) for decades, and specific 
Trump transactions smell of favoritism if 
not outright illegality. Notably, in 2008, oli¬ 
garch Dmitry Rybolovlev paid an inflated 
price for a Trump Florida property - “$95 
million, leaving Trump ... with a $50 mil¬ 
lion profit.” (Perhaps Rybolovlev was a fool, 
or perhaps something else was at stake.) 

A Trail of Corruption 

Those are just the tips of a very large 
iceberg, and Harding constructs a narra¬ 
tive of Trump’s Russian connections (and 
those of son-in-law Jared Kushner). 
Perhaps his most damaging chapter is 
“The Strange Case of the German Bank,” 
i.e. Deutsche Bank. Trump had defaulted 
on a $330 million debt to the bank, and 
when it sued for payment, Trump counter- 
sued for $3 billion - on the grounds that the 
bank had helped cause the Great Recession. 

The court threw out Trump’s frivolous 
lawsuit, and in 2010 Trump settled the 
debt, by borrowing more money ... from 
another wing of Deutsche Bank, creating 
another massive debt of which $300 million 
remains unpaid, by the sitting president. 
Simultaneously with that loan, reports 
Harding, “The bank was laundering money. 
Russian money. Not small amounts but 
many billions of dollars.” The bank was 
heavily fined (early last year) - but has 
declined to respond to U.S. inquiries about 
the money-laundering trail, which could 
include major loans to Kushner. 

Harding’s epilogue summarizes what we 
know of the Robert Mueller investigation, 
including the indictments of Paul Manafort 
and his associate Rick Gates, and the curi¬ 
ous role of Trump “foreign policy adviser” 
George Papadopoulos, also indicted - and 
as a cooperating witness, likely to confirm 
a nexus of contacts between the Trump 
campaign and Russian intelligence. 

We can enjoy the schadenfreude of White 
House leaks about Trump’s TV viewing 
habits, his short attention span, his lazi¬ 
ness, his ignorance, his cheeseburgers. But 
Harding’s book methodically confirms a 
long-reported history of apparent corrup¬ 
tion and yes, collusion, with a foreign gov¬ 
ernment seeking criminal influence over a 
U.S. election, and eventually the presiden¬ 
cy. We can only hope Mueller is allowed to 
complete the story. ■ 


AIA Austin, the local architects’ associa¬ 
tion, released their CodeNEXT Charrette 2 
Report last week: 92 pages of very detailed 
analysis of the code’s impact on seven spe¬ 
cific sets of properties around Austin - rang¬ 
ing from Low-Density Residential through 
Mixed-Use, Corridors, Regional Centers, and 
up to Downtown - testing what the draft two 
code would mean on the ground for those 
sites. Bear in mind, these are architects, so 
their inclination is going to be that they get 
to build whatever they envi¬ 
sion, with as few restrictions 
as possible. So it’s not sur¬ 
prising that the large majority 
of their recommendations 
(and there are almost 200 of 
them in all) pertain to loosen¬ 
ing restrictions, and doing 
away with what they see as 
overly prescriptive standards 
on building design and place¬ 
ment. (See the report at www. 
aiaaustin.org.) 

Repeatedly, the AIA testers point out provi¬ 
sions of the code text that could create prob¬ 
lems, or undesirable outcomes, when applied 
to lots with non-standard shapes or natural 
features such as trees and slopes. Those 
are the sorts of issues, of course, that 
require waivers and variances and City Hall 
meetings - and as you may recall, one of the 
very specific goals of the code rewrite was to 
simplify the code, and reduce the need for 
such exceptions. In the end, they conclude 
that, “Much like the first draft, ... the second 
draft proved to have many limiting and con¬ 
fusing regulations. ... Ultimately it was 
unclear how these would effectively meet the 
goals and priorities of Imagine Austin.” Still, 
they look forward to “a third draft that we can 


all champion. AIA Austin continues to support 
the CodeNEXT process and we appreciate 
the opportunity to provide input.” 

Regarding one issue that’s going to be 
contentious, the AIA report notes that its 
members don’t like compatibility stan¬ 
dards on principle, and that they “strongly 
believe that the compatibility of scales and 
uses could be satisfied by thoughtful, context 
sensitive mapping in lieu of code.” That’s 
almost certainly true, but on another front 
this week, Planning 
Commission Chair Stephen 
Oliver stated in no uncertain 
terms that he wants 
his team to have 
no part of that sort 
of context-sensitive 
mapping, saying 
they’re “doomed” if 
they get into that 
level of detail (see “Quote of 
the Week,” p.6, and 
“CodeNEXT,” p.10). So, what’s 
it going to be? The PC and Zoning and Plat¬ 
ting Commission appear to be under strict 
orders to deliver their recommendations to 
Council in pretty short order. And to do that, 
as Oliver says, they’re going to have to punt 
the hard decisions upstairs to City Council. 

At which point ... what? Do we think Council 
is going to want to wrangle with the hand-to- 
hand, block-by-block combat that is context- 
sensitive zoning? To debate whether the veg¬ 
etative buffer on a particular size of parking 
lot, opposite a particular width alley, ought to 
be two feet wide, or perhaps two and a half? 

Those are rhetorical questions. The answer 
is: No, they are not. 

So does that really mean that we’re going 
to live with a half-baked land development 


code for the next 50 years, because city 
leaders lack the political will to add another 
six months of actual useful work, onto a pro¬ 
cess that they’ve ignored and allowed to spin 
its wheels in a ditch for most of the last 
three years? Indeed, that’s the way it appears 
at the moment. Happy New Year. 

□ 

There’s been a lot of talk in Austin about 
missing middle housing, such that it has 
become shorthand for all of the things Austin 
is missing in its housing market. In fact, how¬ 
ever, Missing Middle Housing is a proprie¬ 
tary term, coined by the CodeNEXT consul¬ 
tants as a marketing tool, shortly 
before they landed Austin as a cli¬ 
ent. The phrase was “coined by 
Daniel Parolek of Opticos Design, 
Inc. in 2010 to define a range of 
multi-unit or clustered housing 
types compatible in scale with sin¬ 
gle-family homes that help meet the growing 
demand for walkable urban living.” The mar¬ 
ket demand web page at www.missingmiddle 
housing.com defines the market as “Singles, 
childless couples, and empty nesters,” and 
goes on to define the market segments as 
“Millennials, Baby Boomers, Diverse 
Households, and Unsatisfied Suburbanites.”

FIRE(FIGHTERS) IN THE COURTHOUSE 

Two former Austin firefighters will appear in court 
this month to face charges that they, in separate inci¬ 
dents, used their positions within the department to 
prey on women. James Baker, accused of invasive 
video recording of female colleagues while they show¬ 
ered, is due to appear on Jan. 17. Marcus Reed, an 
arson investigator who formally retired this week, 
will appear the following week on Jan. 22, to address 
charges of sexual assault, abuse of official capacity, 
official oppression, and misuse of official information. 

A woman has accused Reed of sexually assaulting her 
in his city-owned truck last spring. 

District Attorney Margaret Moore issued a state¬ 
ment Jan. 3 announcing that Reed had turned himself 
in, but offered no further comment. AFD Chief Rhoda 
Mae Kerr was similarly mum, suspending the 20-year 
vet without pay and deferring further action until the 
case has worked through Moore’s office. Baker retired 
shortly after admitting to his misconduct, and his case 
has since served as a benchmark moment at AFD. 
Austin Fire Association membership held a press con¬ 
ference in December to deride Baker’s actions and 
accuse the department of coming up short on its inter¬ 
nal processes. And Kerr has spoken bluntly about the 
Baker case, invoking the #MeToo movement, and 
pointing to policy and workplace equity changes 
already made. - Nina Hernandez 

EZRA TAKES OVER FETAL REMAINS CASE 

Including last winter’s strikedown of the state’s first 
attempt to mandate that women bury or cremate their 
fetal remains after abortion, Republican-appointed 
U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks has in recent past 
helped block three state reproductive health restric¬ 
tions, making him somewhat of an unlikely ally to 
abortion providers. And as the state mounts another 
shot at forcing the fetal burial rule on women (through 
last session’s omnibus Senate Bill 8), providers have 
again asked Sparks to block the anti-choice law. 
However, the longtime judge stepped aside last week, 
and into semi-retirement - or “senior status,” as it’s 
officially termed - handing over the latest abortion 
rights case to San Antonio-based federal Judge David 
Ezra. While the Reagan-appointed judge does have a 
history of going against the state on the issue of abor¬ 
tion - in 2016, he ruled against (and issued an injunc¬ 
tion on) Williamson County officials who asked a con¬ 
stable job applicant about his views on the procedure - 
he offers less predictability on the current case before 
him, as he’s never ruled on the specific issue before. 
Court documents filed on Jan. 3 indicate that abortion 
providers are asking Ezra to temporarily block the law 
from taking effect on Feb. 1 and to eventually rule it 
unconstitutional, as it will place “onerous and medical¬ 
ly unnecessary burdens” on not only abortion-seeking 
women but also those who miscarry or experience 
ectopic pregnancy, in an effort to impose the state’s 
“own moral code” on women. A hearing date has yet 
to be scheduled. - Mary Tuma 

SCOTUS DECLINES KLEINERT APPEAL 

Travis County’s efforts to prosecute retired APD 
Detective Charles Kleinert for manslaughter are now 
over. On Monday, the U.S. Supreme Court declined to 
take up District Attorney Margaret Moore’s appeal of 
the case, which began after Kleinert shot and killed 
Larry Jackson Jr. under a bridge along Shoal Creek in 
the summer of 2013 and stalled in Judge Lee Yeakel’s 
federal court in October of 2015 after Kleinert’s attor¬ 
neys successfully argued he should be granted federal 


immunity because he was serving at the time in his 
capacity as a member of a federal task force. (The 5th 
Circuit Court of Appeals upheld Yeakel’s ruling last 
April.) Moore filed a petition for a writ of certiorari with 
SCOTUS last August, seeking clarity on the immunity 
that spared Kleinert a trial, and on Monday SCOTUS 
denied that request, thereby exhausting Moore’s legal 
options. The D.A. called the ruling “a disappointing 
result,” but said she’s proud of those who pursued the 
appeal. “I, and this Office, remain committed to the 
pursuit of justice in cases that involve lethal use of 
force by police officers,” she said. - Chase Hoffberger 

NOOSE ON WILCO CAMPAIGN SIGN 

On the way to a meeting last Friday, Dr. Christine 
Eady Mann’s husband called to tell her there’s a prob¬ 
lem: Someone had draped a noose on her campaign 
sign in Leander. The Democratic candidate, vying to 
unseat U.S. Rep. John Carter in CD 31, was stunned. “I 
really didn’t want to believe it,” she said later. “At first I 
went the denial route and thought maybe someone 
misunderstood what happened. When it finally sunk in, 

I was horrified. It was hard to compute that someone 
would do something like this.” 



The Williamson County Sheriff’s Office is investi¬ 
gating this as a racist hate crime and has provided 
increased patrol around the area. The sign stands out¬ 
side the home of Jena Recer and wife, Karen, who 
have faced anti-LGBTQ taunting and vandalism, includ¬ 
ing eggs thrown at their house. Mann, who’s white, 
says she has “no idea” who to suspect as the culprit 
but points to possible motives. “My campaign manager 
is African-American,” she said. “I also think people feel 
threatened that a woman is running, and that margin¬ 
alized people are making our voices heard.” Mann is a 
physician and political activist who was inspired to run 
her first campaign after Trump’s election. She’s made 
criminal justice reform and voting rights for minorities 
part of her platform. 

Mann shortly thereafter fell victim to a similarly 
charged threat on her Facebook page, where she’d 
posted a picture of the sign and noose. A commenter 
identified as “John Clark” wrote: “The only problem I 
see with this is she’s not at the end of it,” accused her 
of “using black people to further her communist liberal 
hate,” and suggested that “there’s nothing a little rope 
won’t fix.” Mann reported the comments to the FBI and 
WCSO. She says Confederate flags often wave from 
cars and homes around Leander, and noted that else¬ 
where in the district, which stretches from North Austin 
to Temple, Ku Klux Klan fliers were passed around a 
Bell County neighborhood, where a black county com¬ 
missioner candidate had been campaigning. 

While Mann is taking extra precautions and working 
with law enforcement as needed, “this hasn’t scared 
me at all. I’m not going to back down,” she said. “We 
have to say we’re not going to tolerate this hate in our 
community. It’s not going to intimidate us. We need to 
stand up for the values we believe in.” - M.T. 
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Morrison Announces for Mayor 

COUNCIL VET TO CAMPAIGN ON “TRANSPARENCY, 
INCLUSIVENESS, COLLABORATION” 



On Monday, former City Council Member 
Laura Morrison made official what has 
long been speculated - she filed the paper¬ 
work initiating her November challenge to 
incumbent Mayor Steve Adler. A court rul¬ 
ing overturning the city’s fundraising limi¬ 
tations (formerly six months) has expanded 
the campaign window. Adler’s official kick¬ 
off is this Sunday, and Morrison says she’ll 
be holding hers in February. 

After filing her appointment of a cam¬ 
paign treasurer (BookPeople CEO Steve 
Bercu), Morrison spent Monday afternoon 
talking to reporters at the bookstore and its 
coffee shop. In her initial press release, she 
said she was running to “reset that path 
that Austin is on, so that our future enhanc¬ 
es the quality of life for the people who live 
here, rather than diminishes it.” 

Our conversation began informally with 
her specific campaign prospects - “I’ve 
done my own research, and I wouldn’t run if 
I thought it was not doable” - and then 
moved across a wide range of city issues: 
the (baleful, in her judgment) prospect of an 
Amazon headquarters; the current state of 
CodeNEXT; what else might be done to 
increase affordable housing; addressing 
traffic congestion; reducing economic and 
racial inequality; and more. Serving from 
2008 through 2014 (and the advent of a dis¬ 
tricted Council), Morrison has the advan¬ 
tage of having been there before - and the 
disadvantage, since spending time as a pub¬ 
lic official inevitably means making deci¬ 
sions that please some, but displease others. 

In recent months, Morrison has been most 
associated with her opposition to the current 
state of CodeNEXT, the ongoing land devel¬ 
opment code revision currently scheduled to 
reach Council this spring. She believes the 
process has gone off the rails - that instead 
of distinguishing between “areas of stability 
versus areas of change,” the drafts are 
reflecting “massive upzoning” of the whole 


central city, and abandoning policies intend¬ 
ed to support affordability (e.g., requiring 
affordable units in exchange for building 
entitlements). She says CodeNEXT is cer¬ 
tainly “one of the issues that I needed to be 
a part of, in trying to make a change.” She 
also mentions the decision to include Butler 
Park among the parcels of land under con¬ 
sideration for a potential professional soccer 
stadium: “Whether it happens or not,” she 
said, “we shouldn’t be considering handing 
parkland over to private developers.” 

The broader thread running through 
Morrison’s conversation is that she believes 
the city’s public processes are breaking 
down in preference for backroom negotia¬ 
tions with insufficient public input. Before 
CodeNEXT, her most recent public activism 
was in the 2016 fight to preserve city ride- 
hailing regulations against the demands of 
corporate giants Uber and Lyft, when she 
opposed the tentative deal worked out 
between Mayor Adler and the two compa¬ 
nies. “There were two issues when that fight 
began,” she said. “Public safety, and defend¬ 


ing city regulations. By the time of the ref¬ 
erendum [to overturn the regulations], there 
was a third - the millions spent by Uber and 
Lyft to push the petition and the vote.” 

She believes “secretive backroom pro¬ 
cesses don’t work in Austin,” pointing to the 
recent debacle of the “confidential” recruit¬ 
ment search for a new city manager. While 
she was reluctant to criticize Adler or the 
10-1 Council members by name - a reti¬ 
cence likely to soften in coming months - 
she said her own “leadership style” differs 
from the mayor’s, specifically in what she 


called her emphasis on “transparency, 
inclusiveness, and collaboration.” 

She also described the 2012 Council’s 
decision that initiated CodeNEXT - adop¬ 
tion of the Imagine Austin comprehensive 
plan, and a $2 million budget to rewrite the 
code accordingly - as a holistic project to 
make the code match the plan. 


“Instead it went into a black box,” she 
said, “and is costing $8 million to date.” She 
also criticized an overemphasis on “residen¬ 
tial density” at the expense of “all the pri¬ 
orities of Imagine Austin,” among them 
“green infrastructure, public health, afford¬ 
able housing ... all the critical priorities.” 

Morrison said that recent Council prac¬ 
tice reflects an abdication of responsible 
oversight, citing the recent rejection of the 
Austin Police Association contract. “It 
shouldn’t have gotten in a situation of an 
llth-hour rejection,” she said. “Council was 


kept apprised of the negotiations [in execu¬ 
tive session], and should have intervened 
earlier to set priorities.” 

Asked if she thought her explicit empha¬ 
sis on policies aimed at improving the qual¬ 
ity of life for “the people who live here now” 
implies a favoritism toward long-term resi¬ 
dents over newcomers, or even a genera¬ 
tional divide, Morrison said: “The concern 
is across all ages, and is not generationally 
based. We need to work on solutions that 
address all situations and ages.” 

In response to Morrison’s announcement, 
Adler issued a brief statement: “Austin is a 
special place that I love, and I am honored 
to be Mayor. Our city has many challenges, 
and I look forward to getting back on the 
campaign trail and continuing to fight for 
Austin.” Considering her chances against a 
popular incumbent, Morrison said, “This is 
not a popularity contest, but I have ties to 
people all across the city, and I have lots of 
faith and trust in informed voters. There is 
lot of anxiety across the city about what the 
future holds, and I will make addressing 
that concern a priority.” - Michael King

Brush Up on Your Bond 

The Bond Election Advisory Task Force is holding an addi¬ 
tional three public listening sessions over the next week. Formed 
by the City Council in 2016 to develop a potential bond package 
for November’s general election, the task force is expected to put 
forward its recommendation in March, according to a memo sent 
out Jan. 4 by Deputy Chief Financial Officer Ed Van Eenoo. 

Over the next five years, city staff plan to use bonds to address 
flooding, affordable housing, mobility, parks, libraries, and exist¬ 
ing infrastructure, needs totaling upward of $3 billion. Last June, 
as a starting point, staff proposed a 2018 bond package of $640 
million, split into five areas: 

$240 million: Reinvestment in Facilities & Assets 
$190 million: Transportation Infrastructure 
$85 million: Affordable Housing 
$75 million: Stormwater 
$50 million: Parkland & Open Space 

Van Eenoo noted several key considerations: prior invest¬ 
ments, department priorities, current remaining bond authority, 
and project delivery capacity over a five-to-six-year time frame. 


The task force’s second goal is to determine if and how much Austinites 
are willing to invest in those expenses. They’ve held 10 full task force 
meetings and more than 50 working groups - all of which were open 
to the public. A city notice issued Jan. 8 reports that BEATF heard from 
more than 1,000 people through a variety of channels last year. Van 
Eenoo says current feedback shows support for increased funding to 
Reinvestment in Facilities & Assets, Affordable Housing, and Stormwater, 
but “reduced funding” for Transportation Infrastructure, and 58% of the 
900 survey responses are comfortable with a tax rate increase “if needed, 
to achieve the desired priorities through a bond package.”

CodeNEXT: And Soon... Lever Maps 

Rarely is a Planning Commission meeting not centered around CodeNEXT, 
but Tuesday night proved the exception. Chair Stephen Oliver opened by punt¬ 
ing discussion to a special called meeting next Thursday, Jan. 18 at 6pm, though 
at the end of the night he did confirm that on Monday his working group saw 
mapping consultant John Fregonese’s new “lever maps,” designed to help 
model how different kinds of zoning changes might affect different parts of town. 
He asked fellow commissioners to give the group a few more weeks to better 
understand how these levers work before introducing the tool to a larger audi¬ 
ence, and seized the moment to suggest that colleagues’ recommendations to 
City Council focus on broader land policies and not specific properties: “If we are 
arguing over individual parcels, we are doomed.” Commissioner Conor Kenny 
told the group he’s been meeting with Capital Metro to discuss how CodeNEXT 
could impact mobility plans, and noted that CodeNEXT consultant Opticos 
Design is also the consultant for the city’s Strategic Mobility Plan, itself being 
readied for a draft release. A larger discussion should come at an upcoming PC 
meeting, either next week or Jan. 23. CodeNEXT’s next checkpoint arrives Feb. 

12, when the third and supposedly final draft is supposed to be unveiled. City 
staff will give PC and the Zoning and Platting Commission a presentation on 
version 3.0 the following night. - S.M. 
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Reed Returns to CCA 

Visiting District Judge Doug Shaver issued a blow 
to Rodney Reed’s pursuit of a new trial on Monday 
when he recommended that the Court of Criminal 
Appeals deny Reed’s most recent effort, which the 
state’s highest criminal court had sent back to his 
Bastrop County’s 21st District Court in May. The CCA 
had decided that an interview CNN conducted in April 
of 2016 with Bastrop County Sheriff’s Deputy Curtis 
Davis - a longtime friend of Stacey Stites’ fiance 
Jimmy Fennell Jr. - in which he recalled that Fennell 
had told him on April 23,1996 - the morning that 
Stites showed up dead on the side of a road in Bastrop 
- that he’d stayed out later the night before than he 
eventually told police and testified at Reed’s trial, and 
that he’d been drinking. (Davis testified that Fennell 
stayed after a Little League practice to drink in the 
parking lot with buddies. Fennell, now serving the final 
year of a 10-year sentence for raping a woman while 
on duty as a Georgetown cop in 2007, did not testify.) 
The CCA didn’t agree with Reed’s attorneys that that 
information points to Reed’s actual innocence - but 
sought a recommendation from Shaver about whether 
Davis’ relayed timeline was known by investigators 
(and suppressed by the prosecution) at the time of 
Reed’s trial, and if that could suggest that Fennell pro¬ 
vided false testimony at Reed’s trial in 1998. 

Shaver’s 22-page Findings of Fact and Conclusions 
of Law indicates that Reed’s argument never stood a 
chance: Davis testified at a four-day hearing in October 
that Fennell never actually told him when he arrived 
home that night, and that he’d only surmised Fennell’s 
arrival time because his granddaughter played in the 
same Little League, and often came home at that time. 


Napkin Math 

MEET-AND-CONFER BREAKDOWN BRINGS NEW 
MONEY INTO THE CITY BUDGET BUT HOW MUCH? 


When the city’s meet-and-confer agreement with the Austin 
Police Association expired over New Year’s weekend, it 
opened a can of worms the city had kept shut for two decades. 
While the base and coveted step pay provisions officers have 
enjoyed during that time are currently baked into state law, 
there were a slew of special pay items, which reward officers 
for certain positions or skills, embedded into the old contract 
that now hang in labor limbo. City Council will decide in 
the coming weeks whether to keep many of those in place. 

The activist coalition pushing for contract reform would 
like the city to hit the brakes on any such action. In a memo 
sent to Council and the mayor on Jan. 3, Grassroots 
Leadership’s Chris Harris suggested that organizational 
math points to “millions of dollars allocated under the old 
contract” that are now fair game for Council’s reallocation 
into other programs that could address public safety: “from 
improvements in forensics, to neighborhood lighting, per¬ 
manent supportive housing for the homeless, drug & men¬ 
tal health treatment, youth programs, parks, pools and 
other human services.” Harris puts forward a $10.5 million 
estimate for special pay items, based on Council’s budget 
questions and a Dec. 21 memo from interim City Manager 
Elaine Hart. “I think even [during the budget process] 
there was some notion on the part of the Council that with 
all the public safety contracts that things might not go as 
planned,” Harris relayed when we spoke on the phone last 
week. “There were some questions raised about what would 
happen in the instance that there wasn’t a contract and 
contracts weren’t renewed, things like that.” 


Hart acknowledged in her memo that the city is currently 
at the mercy of state law when it comes to offering special 
pay provisions, and notes that Council will have to act to 
keep special items like field training officer pay, assignment 
pay, education/certification pay, and shift differential for 
working overnight. Beyond that, while Harris’ memo tar¬ 
gets $1.3 million in longevity pay, Hart’s says that the item 
is allowed under state law and will continue. 

APA President Ken Casaday acknowledged that Council 
has the discretion to reallocate what he called “any cost sav¬ 
ings,” but he also expressed doubt that more than $10 mil¬ 
lion could get freed up as a result of the contract’s break¬ 
down. “I think it’s going to be very hard to pin down the 
true number,” he said. “There’s so many cogs.” He referred 
to another part of Hart’s memo, where she notes that the 
city can expect to see a “significant increase” in overtime 
costs due to commanders and lieutenants losing their 
exempt status under civil service law, which would come 
out of the budget elsewhere. Harris notes in his own foot¬ 
note that the estimates rely on multiple assumptions. 

Any consideration of where this money goes hinges on the 
idea that Council would even have the appetite to make chang¬ 
es. Members have been scarce since the break, but Jimmy 
Flannigan did tell me that his intention was never to reduce 
police salaries, but rather to make sure they were growing at a 
sustainable rate over time - and he believes his colleagues 
would agree. “There’s kind of the broader, short-term versus 
long-term, how do we navigate this process to ensure that the 
Council and the union are having productive conversations

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that lead to a positive outcome,” he said. “It’s hard to have those 
conversations over Christmas break, which was my biggest 
frustration about the union’s decision to suspend negotiations.” 

As for Grassroots Leadership and other coalition mem¬ 
bers, their work is far from over. Harris defined his memo 
as “just the beginning of some renewed efforts on our part 
to put some alternatives in front of the Council as far as 
how to move forward in this new world we find ourselves 
in,” and hinted at possible action this week that could 
involve the groups laying out new suggestions for transpar¬ 
ency and accountability measures. 

“We want to move quickly to replace what’s been lost, and 
not just replace it but put something in place that we feel 
will be even stronger.” - Nina Hernandez 
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In fact, he disputed a number of details he recounted 
to CNN, testifying that he had no outright knowledge 
of Fennell’s whereabouts or activities that night. David 
Hall, a Giddings officer with Fennell who also coached 
at the Little League, testified that he “had difficulty 
remembering the events of April 22,” but didn’t think 
the two drank together after practice. 


Shaver “found credible” both of 
Fennell’s friends’ testimonies 
(and a few others), ultimately 
labeling Reed’s evidence as 
“hearsay” based “on the recol¬ 
lection of a conversation that 
occurred some twenty years 
ago.” Since prosecutor Lisa 
Tanner and Reed defense attor¬ 
neys Lydia Clay-Jackson and 
Calvin Garvie all agreed that 
Davis’ recollected timeline wasn’t 
made known until 18 years after 
the trial, there could be no suppressed evidence. And 
since Shaver didn’t buy the timeline anyway, there 
was no reason for him to believe that Fennell lied 
during his testimony. 

Reed’s case now moves back to the CCA, where it 
will face an against-all-odds ruling, should judges heed 
Shaver’s advice. - Chase Hoffberger 


Questions Linger for Shore and Swearingen 


Houston serial killer Anthony Shore faces another 
death date, this one Jan. 18. Shore was originally set 
for execution in October, but that got halted by the 
Harris County District Attorney’s Office amid rumors he 
was planning to confess to another murder: the 1998 
killing of Melissa Trotter. Except Larry Swearingen 
had been convicted of kidnapping, raping, and stran¬ 
gling Trotter in 2000, and by then was preparing for 
his own execution in November. 

Assistant District Attorney Tom Berg said his office 
revoked Shore’s execution warrant at the request of 
Montgomery County D.A. Brett Ligon, who believed 
Shore was colluding with Swearingen. (He says a fold¬ 
er was found in Shore’s cell with information relating 
to Trotter’s death.) Berg said the Texas Rangers have 
since interviewed Shore, who admitted he had “noth¬ 
ing to do” with Trotter’s murder. Shore alleged he and 
Swearingen once contemplated conspiring, but had 
since “parted ways.” Berg, who says his office and 
Ligon’s have reviewed the interview, said Shore 
decided not to “take the fall” for his fellow inmate. 
Shore has exhausted his appeals; Berg said he’s 
unaware of any new attempts to stay Shore’s execution, 
and concluded that his case will see its “inevitable 
end” next Thursday. 

Swearingen, however, had his November execution 
stayed due to a filing error, and has since been granted 
additional DNA testing. Unlike Shore, who confessed to 
killing four girls between 1986 and 1995, Swearingen 
has maintained his innocence. His supporters, including 
his lawyer James Rytting, say he was in a county jail 


for outstanding traffic warrants at the time of Trotter’s 
murder. The 19-year-old was last seen on Dec. 8,1998, 
with Swearingen (who wasn’t arrested until three days 
later), but her body wasn’t discovered until Jan. 2. 
Rytting said forensic evidence suggests her body could 
not have been dumped in the woods until “a week or 
10 days” after Swearingen was arrested. 

Included in the evidence sent out for testing is 
Trotter’s rape kit, which was never tested and could 
exonerate Swearingen should analysts uncover another 
DNA profile. Samples of hair particles found on Trot¬ 
ter’s undergarments and the alleged murder weapon 
(a torn pair of pantyhose) will also be tested. The evi¬ 
dence was shipped out in December and testing will 
likely take four weeks. 

Rytting was alarmed that the state had reissued an 
execution date for Shore. “They shouldn’t be putting 
the guy into the ground with these questions still 
around,” he said. He says two witnesses, with no con¬ 
nection to Swearingen, told the D.A.’s Office that Shore 
suggested to them that he was connected to Trotter’s 
murder. The information, Rytting said, would “sure as 
hell” make Shore a suspect had it been provided prior 
to Swearingen’s conviction. “It’s a type of incriminating 
statement the prosecution seizes on all the time,” he 
said. “You don’t get to wiggle out of it with an ‘Aw 
shucks, I was kidding.’” 

Shore will likely mark the first state-sanctioned kill¬ 
ing of 2018, and his is just the beginning. William 
Rayford is scheduled for Jan. 30, and John Battaglia 
for Feb. 1.

“Very Serious Blunders” 

CONSTRUCTION WORKER’S DEATH HEADED TO COURT? 


Everybody has a price. But if there’s a 
dollar figure that will stop Lourdes Kaman 
from speaking out about the death of her 
husband on a construction site last summer, 
the companies she claims are responsible 
have not come close to offering it. “That was 
an insult,” she said, describing the meeting 
she had last week with representatives of 
Coreslab, the concrete manufacturing com¬ 
pany for whom her late husband, Amir 
Bahman Kaman, worked as an indepen¬ 
dent contractor for more than a decade - up 
until Aug. 9, when he was crushed by a 
20-ton concrete panel during construction 
of a parking garage off Riverside Drive (see 
“The Weight of 20 Tons,” Sept. 29, 2017). 

Lourdes said she’s barred from divulging 
what was discussed at the meeting, or what 
(if anything) she was offered in settlement 


dollars. But whatever happened, it has con¬ 
vinced her that the company has no interest 
in making things right with her family. “I 
know for them it was just a business meet¬ 
ing,” she said. “They have no feelings for 
what happened. It’s just like another trans¬ 
action for them.” 

Since settlement talks have failed, 
Lourdes is now readying a wrongful death 
suit in court. In addition to Coreslab, 
Lourdes’ attorneys hinted that the suit may 
target Cadence McShane, the general con¬ 
tractor for the job, as well as Consolidated 
Crane, the crane company involved. Those 
attorneys, Rebecca Webber and Scott 
Hendler of Hendler Lyons Flores, point to a 
series of negligent practices at the construc¬ 
tion site that they intend to argue led to 
Kaman’s death. A construction expert the 


firm hired identified a number of industry 
standards that Core slab employees were 
disregarding, most of which center around 
the way in which concrete panels get 
secured when they’re being erected. 

Each panel is supposed to be secured by 
at least two pipe braces; the panel that 
killed Kaman was only attached to one. 
The braces for holding those panels are 
made up of two parts that are connected by 
bolts. The prospective plaintiffs also con¬ 
tend that the brace at issue should have 
been tossed in the scrap heap long before 
due to damage. Instead, based on findings 
from their expert that are summarized in a 
docuent Webber provided, they allege that 
Coreslab employees engaged in a number 
of irresponsible practices to keep the dam¬ 
aged brace in use. While industry stan¬ 
dards state that all braces 
should be inspected prior to 
use for any damage, includ¬ 
ing “indication of any appli¬ 
cation of heat,” the expert 
determined that the pipe had 
been cut with a blow torch, 
likely to remove an end that 
had been damaged. Holes for 
bolts also appeared to be 
either entirely homemade or 
at least modified with the use 
of a blow torch. The docu¬ 
ment noted: “The holes are 
irregular in shape, size, and 
wall surface angle.” Finally, the brace is 
supposed to be attached at a 90-degree 
angle to a concrete anchor on the ground, 
known as a “deadman.” No deadman 
appeared to be in use. Instead, the brace 
was attached to a second-story floor panel 
of the in-progress parking garage. 

Those failures echo the findings of an 
investigation by the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration of a 2013 acci¬ 
dent involving Coreslab in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., that left two workers injured and, 


according to OSHA, “could have resulted in 
multiple fatalities.” More recently, in Nov¬ 
ember of 2016, OSHA cited Core slab for five 
safety violations in Texas, one of which 
bears a striking resemblance to the circum¬ 
stances that resulted in Kaman’s death. 

Ken Shorter, a construction expert wit¬ 
ness in Baltimore, told the Chronicle that 
“more than one brace normally would be 
expected to temporarily secure a precast 
wall panel weighing 26,000 pounds.” But he 
added “that some of the problems cited 
might show very serious blunders, but 
might not have had any significant bearing 
on the accident,” and doubted, for instance, 
that the torch-cut bolt holes or incorrect 
bolt sizes led to the accident. Shorter also 
reminded: “There are two or more sides to 
every case, and you have not yet seen the 
defense’s case.” 

Right now Coreslab isn’t 
talking. Mark Courtois, an 
attorney for the company, 
said that he was “not going to 
litigate the matter in the 
media.” He said he was “very 
sorry for the loss that Mrs. 
Kaman has suffered.” Asked 
about Coreslab’s safety 
record, Courtois replied: “I 
think it has an excellent safe¬ 
ty record with all the busi¬ 
ness that it does. It operates 
as safely as it can.” 

Lourdes said she is confident about her 
legal prospects. While she wants compensa¬ 
tion for the loss of income that her hus¬ 
band’s death has caused her family, she 
said her greatest desire is that the case 
bring much-needed change to a notoriously 
dangerous industry. “If I have to fight, I will 
fight,” she said. “And it’s not a threat or 
anything. I’ve been very passive, but it’s 
time to be proactive, because I want people 
to be aware of what workers go through.”

State Supremes Consider Bag Ban 


The Texas Supreme Court will hear oral 
arguments this morning (Thu., Jan. 11) in 
the case styled City of Laredo v. Laredo 
Merchants Association. In brief, the city of 
Laredo enacted a partial ban on single-use 
bags in 2015. (Austin enacted a similar law 
in 2013.) The Merchants Association sued, 
unsuccessfully at trial court, but the law was 
overturned by the Court of Appeals, on the 
grounds that the ban violated a state law pre¬ 
empting such local ordinances passed for 
“solid-waste purposes.” Laredo is arguing 
that its ordinance is intended to address lit¬ 
ter control, protect the utility system, reduce 
flooding, and protect wildlife and rivers, and 
thus does not conflict with the state law. 

Austin obviously has a vested interest 
in the outcome of the case, and Robin 
Schneider of Texas Campaign for the 
Environment (which advocated strongly for 
the city’s adoption) said TCE will hold a press 
conference at the court on Thursday prior to 
the hearing (expected to begin just before 


10am). There are now 10 Texas cities that 
have enacted some form of bag ban, and the 
campaign has also drawn a range of allies, 
among them expected environmental groups 
- Rio Grande International Study Center, 
Turtle Island Restoration Network, Bag-Free 
Bayous (Houston) - but also the Texas 
Cotton Ginners Association and Texas Black 
Bass Unlimited. 

Representatives of each group will be avail¬ 
able at the court on Thursday. Schneider told 
me that the case rests not only on the merits 
of reducing bag litter and environmental pollu¬ 
tion, but on the standards for state pre-emp¬ 
tion of local ordinances. In a press release, 
Tony Williams of the Cotton Ginners Assoc, 
said the bags foul ginners and contaminate the 
cotton, and “We urge our Supreme Court to let 
our local governments lead in dealing with this 
harm to crucial Texas industries.” Some retail¬ 
ers also object to the argument that the bags 
are beneficial. “Although it’s retailers in Laredo 
who are suing to erase this protection,” said 


“Bag Monster” Chris Yardy when the bag 
ban came before City Council in 2012 

Hill Abell of Austin’s Bicycle Sport Shop, 

“as a retailer with five Central Texas stores 
I know for a fact that not only are single-use 
bags not necessary for my business, they 
cost retailers a ton.” 

Schneider invited concerned Austinites to 
attend the press conference and arguments, 
promising TCE’s traditional complement of 
enthusiastic props. She noted that many cit¬ 
ies and at least two states (California, and 
via local initiatives, Hawaii) have enacted 
bans, and defended the ordinance on both 
environmental and local government grounds. 
“The ban has worked in Austin,” she said, 
“and the bag pollution and bags in the recy¬ 
cling stream are way down.” The press con¬ 
ference will take place outside the Supreme 
Court building, 201 W. 14th (at 14th & 
Colorado), and the oral arguments on the 
first floor. Parking is available in the Capitol 
Visitors Parking Garage at 1201 San Jacinto, 
across the street from the Texas State 
Library and Archives. - Michael King

Does anybody besides Rick Warren want the Warren Wildlife Gallery in Bouldin Creek?

Nobody’s missing this mammoth among 
the single-family houses in Bouldin Creek. 
When its exterior was lit up for Christmas 
- the massive tree outside adorned with 
what must have been a thousand white 
lights - the block-length lot at the corner of 
Bouldin Avenue and Elizabeth Street could 
catch one’s eye from blocks away Up its 
stone pathway toward the gated entrance, a 
series of etched posts welcomes visitors to 
the Warren Wildlife Gallery But striking as 
the compound’s exterior may be, it pales in 
comparison to what’s inside. 

Step into the gallery’s lobby and it’s 
immediate information overload. The brain¬ 
child of venture capitalist Rick Warren - for¬ 
mer man of the year for the UT chapter of 
Kappa Sigma Tau and heir to his family’s 
Caterpillar dealerships - is chock-full of 
hunting trophies, artwork, and sleek video 
screens. In the reception area, hulking buf¬ 
falo busts imported from around the world 
glare down at you from the walls. Outside, 
an Instagram-worthy swimming pool, sur¬ 
rounded by more stone, languishes unoc¬ 
cupied. Around the side of the house sits a 
six-bedroom residential component. A stur¬ 
dy beige stone wall wraps the length of the 
property, detailed with bronzed hawks and 
surrounded by a bed of rocks. A sprinkle of 
prickly metal cactus dots the property line. 

Though Warren declined an interview 
request through his representatives, citing 


a hectic schedule, family friend and gallery 
marketing and education director Morgan 
Sharpe was kind enough to serve as our 
tour guide in early November. Sharpe 
doesn’t fancy herself a conservationist like 
Warren, but said she’s learned a great deal 
about the animal kingdom during her time 
spent around the South Austin property. 
She pointed to a small screen on the wall at 
the onset of our tour; there are 14 others 
like it scattered around the gallery. Clicking 
on images of the animals in the adjacent 
displays brings up a bevy of information 
about their habitat, behavior, origins, and 
size. There’s even a button to prompt sam¬ 
pled sound bites of the animal’s calls. 
Warren hired a company to program the 
high-tech placards, matching the game tro¬ 
phies with high-definition photos and the 
gallery’s research. 

The chirping of wild birds haunts tourists 
through this indoor safari. Kicking off 8,500 
miles southeast of Austin in sunny Namibia, 
the journey makes a stop at a menacing 
animatronic rhino, which senses motion 
and makes a convincing charge at its poten¬ 
tial prey. A few paces farther appears a life- 
sized model of famed conservationist Teddy 
Roosevelt, astride a camel in full explorer 
getup. There are other personal touches 
clearly meant to impress visitors through¬ 
out the room. On one segment, heating coils 
are employed to mimic desert heat. In 


another, a display rigged to shoot streams of 
icy air at visitors sits beside a walrus. 

Inside Warren’s gallery, with an inesti¬ 
mable number of bird calls echoing off the 
walls, it’s easy to forget the turmoil this 
building has brought to its staunchly resi¬ 
dential South Austin neighborhood, and the 
mounting campaign against the big game 
hunter and plans he has for his indoor 
safari. Outside, that’s impossible. 
Neighborhood signs protesting “Warren & 
Ramel” (for Jesse Ramel, the gallery’s care¬ 
taker) make it quite clear: Not everyone 
agrees with Warren’s vision. The question 
is, what can they do about it? 
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OPPOSE WARREN 

For years, 1401 Bouldin was the site of a 
Pentecostal church, but in 2010 Warren 
purchased the property and began renovat¬ 
ing it to suit his interests. That involved 
detailed modeling and countless hours of 
labor. In the first couple of years, the work 
entailed objectives like bringing the inte¬ 
rior up to city code standards, and the 
addition of an uncovered deck. In 2013, it 
became stripping down and reinventing 
the inside of the building. In January of 
2015, the year Warren installed an in- 
ground pool and spa, Ramel wrote the 
Bouldin Creek Neighborhood Association 
a get-to-know-you letter. “As many of you 
have noticed there is now a large house 
‘mansion,’” reads the note. Though he 
announced a series of parties during which 
Warren planned to show off a small part of 
his collection, Ramel also asked, somewhat 
pointedly, that neighbors “be respectful of 
people’s privacy.” 

It wasn’t until 2015 that neighbors began 
to more seriously question what Warren was 
doing with his new building. The city’s 
Code Department responded to a trio of 
complaints that year regarding potential 
short-term rental activity, home occupation, 
and trash accumulation; each was eventu¬ 
ally resolved by “voluntary compliance.” 
After a quiet 2016, last year Code received 
eight new complaints on the property. 

Safe to say Warren’s development has 
created an unusual tension in a previously 
quiet neighborhood. Neighbors describe 
the congregation of the previous occupant 
as a small one. They held small events and 
occasional cookouts, and on Sundays the 
children would play outside on the lawn. 
Some remember the church appearing to be 
on the decline in the lead-up to the sale. 

The Warren Wildlife Gallery, from above

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Warren would prove to be much more of a 
distraction. Homeowners around Bouldin 
and Elizabeth describe the last three years 
as a stream of dumpsters, cranes, construc¬ 
tion crews, and taxidermy deliveries - a 
constant disturbance in their daily lives. 

Then, last October, Warren filed for a con¬ 
ditional use permit that would allow him to 
open the conservation museum to youth 
tours. In a blog post published to the gal¬ 
lery’s website, Warren explained that the 
space could gift the community with an 
“unmatched wildlife experience” via tours 
that promote sustainable hunting “as it 
relates to animal conservation.” Sharpe ref¬ 
erenced the one-of-a-kind quality during 
our tour, expressing doubt that there’s 
another connection exactly like it. 

A subset of the neighborhood responded 
by organizing into a shadowy group called 
Oppose Warren, which has yard signs dot¬ 
ting the neighborhood, highly concentrat¬ 
ed on the lots adjacent to Warren’s gallery. 
Parallel to the official Bouldin Creek 
Neighborhood Association, whose general 
assembly voted against the use permit last 
year, Oppose Warren calls the gallery 
Warren’s “pleasure palace,” and fears the 
effect the growing project will have on their 
quality of life, and the property values of 
their homes. 

The active members of Oppose Warren 
have chosen to remain anonymous for fear 
of retribution from their wealthy neighbor. 
“He’s an extraordinarily wealthy guy with a 
lot of resources at his disposal,” the group 
said in a statement. “What we can say is we 
are a diverse group of families in all 
respects.” The group maintains that they’re 
not “all old-time hippies against change” or 
“yuppies that just moved to Austin.” 

“We are, however, all concerned about our 
community and fellow neighbors. While 
these particular circumstances are awful, 
we are grateful for the opportunity to get to 
know one another and further strengthen 
our small community behind this issue.” 

BCNA Vice President Robert Nathan 
says Oppose Warren’s fear of stepping into 
the financier’s crosshairs is natural, and 
that it’s easy to imagine what he referred to 
as “bully” behavior by Warren could have a 
chilling effect on individualized criticism. 
“This guy has seriously fucked over a lot of 
people,” Nathan said. (Reached by phone 
for comment, Warren consultant Stephen 


Rye insisted his client has done everything 
aboveboard on the project, and the matter 
of personal wealth, he said, is just that: per¬ 
sonal.) Some also speculate that Warren’s 
purchase of adjacent property (a duplex to 
the south, two houses on Elizabeth, and one 
on Jewell) has quieted some neighbors 
who, eyeing property values, may still be 
holding out for an offer. Warren is believed 
to seek a demolition of the duplex to make 
room for a parking lot, but said through 
representatives that the other properties 
he’s bought will remain residential. 
Neighbors fear that means short-term rent¬ 
als that would be used to support events 
held at the gallery. 

Warren insists via his website that the 
ultimate goal for the Warren Wildlife Gallery 
is not to create a busy event space, but 
rather to “support the educational mission 
of school groups as well as extracurricular 
organizations,” though recent actions have 
called that claim into question. 


WHOSE COMMUNITY BENEFIT? 

After three years spent chafing at the 
ongoing construction, Warren’s request for 
a conditional use permit represents the 
straw that broke the neighborhood camel’s 
back. Whereas neighbors have little to no 
sway over what Warren does with a residen¬ 
tial property, they will at least get time to 
make public comment before the city’s 
Planning Commission, once his application 
makes its way to that body. 

Neighbors are already pre¬ 
paring for that possibility, 
saying they expect a crowd to 
materialize whenever that 
day comes. 

Planning and Zoning staff 
said the department is cur¬ 
rently waiting for an updated 
site plan before they can go 
forward. To hear Warren’s side 
of things, the conditional use 
permit should be relatively open and shut. 
To quote the gallery website: “The transi¬ 
tion to an educational institution for the 
benefit of the broader community ... is not 
unusual, and indeed customary, for such 
institutions to be organized as nonprofits.” 
Site language argues that any other subject 
matter (i.e., not taxidermy) would be wel¬ 
comed with open arms, so it would serve as 
a form of discrimination for the city to 
reject his request. 

But neighbors dispute that, including 
Mark Ellis, who says that the gallery only 
exists to house Warren’s hunting trophies. 
“If it was a museum, that would be cool, but 
this is not the case,” he said. Another neigh¬ 
bor, Judith Sims, who recently retired after 
a career spent in Austin’s art scene, said she 
didn’t get many answers when she asked 


staff about curators and tour organizers. 
But she emphasized that the overwhelming 
issue continues to be that the museum 
setup Warren envisions is incompatible 
with the neighborhood. 

In the fall, Oppose Warren seized on a Dec. 
2 application for a wedding at the location, 
an event the group says would conflict with 
Rye’s previous assurances that the gallery 
would not be used as a “commercial event 
space.” The group questions 
how that type of event quali¬ 
fies as an educational experi¬ 
ence. The site plan included 
in the application carries 
plans for an outdoor bar, buf¬ 
fet, DJ, and dance floor. 
Ultimately, staff denied the 
permit. In an email, Rye told 
the Chronicle that the event, 
which has since found anoth¬ 
er venue, was private, and 
unaffiliated with the gallery. 

Warren’s team has also shot down specu¬ 
lation that the conditional use permit 
might serve as an avenue toward applying 
for tax-exempt status. Warren flatly denies 
that charge on his website, arguing that 
after the money he’s spent on the house 
itself, the annual property taxes are essen¬ 
tially chump change. While Rye acknowl¬ 
edged that the block will be transformed 
as a result of Warren’s work, he said, “At 
the end of the day [the gallery] will be 
an asset.” 

After resolving all of city staff’s com¬ 
ments on the application, Warren and com¬ 
pany will join the neighborhood in antici¬ 
pating a day in front of the Planning 
Commission, where it will need six votes 
to clear. ■

Within seven nights (Jan. 1-7), “Snapshot” caught 40 local artists across 10 venues, all 
for the preposterously low price of free. Imagine how much fans, artists and venues could 
benefit in other major cities from Free Week - Austin’s all-bands-aboard response to the 
post-New Year’s slump at venues and bars - becoming a statewide or even national institution 
with opportunities for intercity exchange. 

That sort of vision for Free Week’s future came up more than once as “Snapshot” traversed 
the Red River Cultural District (and satellite locations), stopping intermittently to make portraits 
of and chat with prominent performers about why Free Week matters to them and the greater 
ATX music scene, and how we can take measures to ensure the no-cover tradition remains 
vital and sustainable. 

The result: a narrative of an event that offers many perks for fans and industry folks across 
the board, presented through the eyes of the artists. 



Over the years, Calliope Musicals 
(who played Electric Church on 
Thursday, Swan Dive on Friday, 
and Mohawk on Saturday) have 
legitimately benefited from Free 
Week’s grassroots ethos. Says 
frontwoman Carrie Fussell, “We have 
a friend who’s at the show tonight 
and he first saw us randomly at a 
Free Week show two years ago, and 
the next night, brought all of his 
friends. After that, they donated 
to our pledge music campaign and 
helped us put out our album. They’re 
here this week with a whole new 
group of friends from Minneapolis. 
It’s creating fans that are actually 
coming back and being part of it. 
SXSW started as a thing no bigger 
than Free Week, and I think people 
look to Austin for ways to be 
innovative in creating a scene. Free 
Week is like its own little South By 
that maybe 20 years from now will 
grow into something greater.” 


On that note, when I ask the fellas of 
Blastfamous USA (who performed Tuesday 
at Cheer Up Charlies and Friday & Sunday at 
Empire) if they think Free Week could ever 
become a destination event, lead rapper Zeale 
responds, “I think it’s more likely that cities will 
try to replicate it, and if they do, that would be 
dope. I mean, shit, if they could make Free Week 
a circuit where people could trade cities, that 
would be amazing.” Adds percussionist Deano 
Cote, “It’s important in the first place because 
it gives the local scene here momentum to get 
out of Austin and go national, to give Austin a 
name for being a place that creates music that 
isn’t of just one genre. So it’d be awesome 
if we could showcase that in other cities and 
also see what they have to offer.” 



Carey McGraw of Modern Medicine 
(who performed Tuesday at Mohawk), 
on the other hand, is a proud idealist 
who dreams of a nationally recognized 
Austin Free Week where locals reclaim 
all economic power. “I want more people 
coming to Austin for Free Week than for 
ACL. And when they do, we’ll be able to 
call the shots and that’s what this was 
supposed to be and that’s what it will be 
as far as I’m concerned. It’s supposed to 
prove that the people who run this city - 
the reason there are hotels, the housing 
market is what it is, the traffic is what it 
is - is us. If people are turning my city 
into Disneyland, then I wanna be Walt 
Disney. I wanna be Mickey Mouse.”

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A Haunting in 
Ciudad Juarez 

The murdered women of Juarez find a voice onstage in 
Isaac Gomez’s play The Way She Spoke

When he first approached her about The 
Way She Spoke, Karen Rodriguez was more 
than a little nervous. She and playwright 
Isaac Gomez were dear friends and fre¬ 
quent collaborators, having become close as 
undergraduates in the Department of 
Theatre & Dance at the University of Texas 
at Austin, but Rodriguez had never tackled 
a solo piece before. “I distinctly remember 
saying, ‘No, Isaac I can’t,’” she recalls. 
“Jajajaj, I was scared! The fact that I have to 
portray more than 15 people alone gave me 
so much pause. I wanted to do it right. It’s 
such an important story.” 


The story in question is the epidemic of 
femicides in Ciudad Juarez, the Mexican 
sister city of El Paso, where Gomez grew up. 
According to Amnesty International, 
between 1993 and 2003 more than 370 women 
and girls in Juarez were victims of murder 
and sexual assault. While this murder rate 
for women isn’t disproportionately higher 
than many major American cities, the per¬ 
sistently gendered nature of this violence - 
often involving torture and sexual mutila¬ 
tion, targeting female factory workers whose 
jobs necessitate that they ride the bus late 
at night - has drawn international attention. 


Gomez had first tackled the subject matter 
back when Rodriguez and he were both UT 
students. With co-playwright Bianca Sulaica, 
Gomez created The Women of Juarez, an 
ensemble play for 10 Latina actors that chart¬ 
ed the lives of those at risk and the grief of 
the mothers and sisters of the missing. Based 
on interviews that Gomez personally con¬ 
ducted with Juarez residents affected by the 
murders, the play debuted as part of UT’s 
student-run Cohen New Works Festival, with 
Rodriguez playing the part of the dancing 
spirit called Doha Maria. The short run 
received overwhelming praise on campus 
and off, and went on to 
| win the David Mark Cohen 
® New Play Award from the 
S Austin Critics Table.

> Many storytellers 
i might have felt their duty 
F discharged there, but 
Gomez continued to 
return to the stories of 
Ciudad Juarez even as he 
moved away from Texas. 

As he built a career in 
Chicago, working with 
the Goodman Theatre, 

Victory Gardens Theater, 

Chicago Dramatists, and 
Teatro Vista, he found 
himself developing sister plays, La Ruta 
and The Way She Spoke. The more he work- 
shopped both pieces, the more it became 
clear how widely these stories resonated: 
“The story of the women of Juarez is, unfor¬ 
tunately, not unique to the women there. I 
mean it is, but it also isn’t. Because violence 
against women is palpable everywhere.” 

From the outset, Gomez knew he wanted 
Rodriguez, who had also moved to Chicago, 
to be a part of bringing The Way She Spoke 
to life. Their intimacy informed the shape of 
the performance itself - the show opens with 
Rodriguez more or less playing herself, an 
actor coming in to read a new play, unaware 
that it is a one-woman show until she picks 
up the script that has been left onstage. “It’s 


very meta that way,” she notes. “When you 
meet me at the top of the show, I come in 
how I come in to work in real life - it’s messy 
and fun and completely bare.” That sense of 
vulnerability became a huge part of what 
made the show’s first production, in 
Chicago’s Greenhouse Theater Center, so 
resonant: “Doing it in Chicago and seeing 
how deeply it resonated with the Chicago 
audiences - from the mothers who had lost 
their children to gun violence to partners 
having completely different experiences of 
the show sitting right next to each other and 
finding revelatory stuff about each other in 
the aftermath. People, 
after the performance, 
touching the transforma¬ 
tive scarf that I channel 
all of the characters with 
and thanking the women 
of Juarez for being there. 
Because, you know, 
they’re there .... It’s just 
... incredible. For lack of 
better words. The audi¬ 
ence, the voices we’re 
conjuring and honoring, 
the sole actor, all of us in 
a dance. I guess what I’m 
trying to say is, the power 
of collective experience I 
have never experienced, between actor and 
audience, as deeply as I have here.” 

After the critically acclaimed run, Gomez 
had a clear sense of the play’s future. “In 
my dreamiest of dreams, I would want to 
take this back to El Paso and Juarez so that 
the people I spoke with can see what has 
come from our brief but momentous time 
together,” he says. “But for the safety of the 
women there and the women performing 
these plays, it’s probably not the best idea. 
So Austin has always felt like an organic 
next step. Take this Tejanx play back to 
Tejanx people.” It was simply a question of 
connecting with the right collaborator.

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Ramirez was interested from the moment 
Gomez and Rodriguez floated the idea of an 
Austin production: “I’ve known Karen and 
Isaac for a very long time, and it has been 
amazing hearing about how they have taken 
Chicago by storm. I knew I wanted to make it 
happen.” The challenges that The Way She 
Spoke presented were irresistible, as was its 
relevance. “The breadth of what this play is 
doing and the tightrope-walk that it under¬ 
takes in order to communicate its message is 
both thrilling and daunting,” Ramirez says. “I 
had to journal about this play like I haven’t in 
a while: It’s so easy to do wrong, to miss an 
important facet of what it’s doing. The quote 
that’s been on my mind is actually Alyssa 
Milano’s response to Matt Damon’s comments 
about the ‘continuum’ of sexual harassment 
and assault. She said, ‘There are different 
stages of cancer. Some more treatable than 
others. But it’s still cancer.’ This play centers 
around a point where the cancer of patriarchal 
violence is at its most fatal and malignant, but 
it asks us to realize that this violence is wide¬ 
spread and takes many forms.” 

Returning to the play a year after its pre¬ 
miere in a new city with a new director meant 
shifts for both Gomez and Rodriguez. “There 
was a lot about the play I still didn’t quite 
know when we premiered it in Chicago,” 
admits Gomez. “Once we sat down and did a 
first readthrough of that script here in Austin, 
it sort of all clicked. So I rewrote several 
moments and Karen’s performance has deep¬ 
ened exponentially as well.” Rodriguez echoes 


his sentiments: “It also feels like a deepening 
for me. And you know, I’m also a very differ¬ 
ent actor than I was a year and a half ago, 
precisely because of this show. Because it 
takes a toll. My body feels it much quicker 
now, so there’s been a lot of hot tea and a lot of 
soothing music and talking to people I love 
and a lot of rewatching Bridget Jones’s Diary.” 

In the midst of all this growth and change, 
two things remain constant: the importance 
of collaboration and the importance of the 
story. Rodriguez reflects on her artistic 
partnership with Gomez: “We are very lucky 
to have each other, and we thank God every 
day. We share a brain, in a complementary 
way. We’re both Earth signs, so we’re hard 
on each other, we push each other. The 
magical thing about Isaac is that he listens. 
And that affords him a gold mine of truthful 
human behavior. And the women he writes 
- they’re a dream come true for me. They 
are me, they are all the women I know.” And 
for Gomez, The Way She Spoke is one more 
way for him to stay true to his word: “I 
made a promise to a mother in Juarez that I 
will never stop telling her story and the 
story of her missing daughter until all of 
this all stops. And I’m committed to that, 
one hundred percent. It’s become some¬ 
what of a life’s mission of mine. I can never 
stop. I will never stop.” ■

Coming to America 

Austin Playhouse’s The Immigrant is a powerful and timely 
account of foreigners making a new home in the U.S.

“You picked a great night to come,” box 
office attendant Leigh Fisher mentioned as 
I arrived at Austin Playhouse. “The Harelik 
family is in the audience tonight!” Not know¬ 
ing a scant detail about Mark Harelik’s The 
Immigrant, I didn’t realize what an interesting 
honor that was. As it turns out, I was treat¬ 
ed to a moving and powerful play about 
a factual Texan family, while sitting just 
a few rows back from several descen¬ 
dants of the characters onstage. 

The Immigrant is the story of Haskell 
Harelik, a Russian Jew who leaves the 
motherland in the early 
1900s for the United States. 

Eschewing the bigger cities, 

Haskell arrives in Texas via 
Galveston and eventually 
finds himself peddling banan¬ 
as in the small Central Texas 
town of Hamilton. If the play¬ 
wright’s IMDb bio is to be believed, the Hare- 
liks are still the only Jewish family in town 
more than a century later. Still, ever the entre¬ 
preneur, Haskell doesn’t let the loneliness or 
isolation get him down. We watch as Haskell 
befriends locals Milton and Ima Perry, who 
help him get on his feet and eventually bring 
his wife Leah over from Russia. The play deals 
with the first 30 or so years of the Hareliks’ 
American adventure, with no shortage of con¬

flict around culture, religion, and politics. 

Though first published in 1988, the 
themes of The Immigrant are still relevant 
today - maybe more so. In the second act, 
a Sabbath dinner with the Hareliks and the 
Perrys, shortly before America’s entrance 
into World War II, goes much the way 
many modern family gatherings have 
likely gone since November 2016, 
with Haskell the empathetic liberal 
wanting what’s best for his people, 
and Milton as your Republican uncle 
(hey, we’ve all got one). Still, there is a 
distinct love shared between 
the two families, and it 
shows in superb writing and 
outstanding performances. 

With this being his third 
outing with the script, 
Producing Artistic Director 
Don Toner clearly knows 
what he wants from the actors and what the 
characters want from one another. On an 
elegantly minimal set by Mike Toner, lit by 
Don Day, the actors sell the environment, 
plopping us right in the middle of that small 
Texas town. They get an assist from Joel 
Mercado-See, whose sound and video design 
includes slide projections of the actual his¬ 
torical characters and locations splashed full- 
size against the upstage wall. 



As Haskell, Joseph Garlock doesn’t have it 
easy. Roughly one-third of his dialogue in the 
first act is in Yiddish, as Haskell struggles to 
learn English. The execution is flawless, as 
is the slow transition from actual Yiddish to 
English with a Yiddish accent. Garlock imbues 
the character with a delightful foreign charm, 
adopting mannerisms in his voice and body 
that never approach stereotype. He’s really a 
pleasure to watch, and frankly, the same can 
be said for the entire cast. Huck Huckaby’s 
Milton is a spot-on depiction of an inde¬ 
pendent Texan man, with all the charm and 
bluster that entails. As Leah Harelik, Estrella 
Saldana shows she is more than capable 
of holding a stage with some of Austin’s 
veterans. Saldana has the same Yiddish-to- 
English journey as Garlock and handles it just 


as well. A relatively recent graduate of the 
UT Department of Theatre & Dance with an 
already impressive resume, Saldana is cer¬ 
tainly an actor to keep your eye on in 2018. 
Cyndi Williams’ portrayal of Ima Perry is just 
fantastic; one part sparkly-eyed true Christian 
idealist, one part wacky Texan lady you just 
want to hug. Williams has a moment later in 
the play that is so raw and vulnerable, you 
may find yourself welling up where you were 
laughing moments earlier. 

The Immigrant is a cozy, no-frills script, and 
needn’t be anything more to be as powerful 
as it is. Executed well on all fronts, this pro¬ 
duction might just be the lesson in forgetting 
the mistakes of the past this country needs 
right now. It can certainly teach us a thing or 
two about how to treat each other.

One such project, 
inspired by Pink Narcissus, will screen before 
February’s event. Sparks sings nothing but 
praise for Homo Arigato’s new partner in 
crime, and teases big things to come. For 
now, catch Kiki on Tuesday (details below).

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JUANA: FIRST (I) DREAM

It was a furious, delirious beginning: Olivia 
Chacon’s heels hammering the floor, a long 
white skirt whipping around her calves, as 
flamenco singer Celia Sellers sustained a 
wide, wavering note. In the next moment, a 
sextet of altogether different singers, dressed 
in somber black, offered up the polyphonic 
notes of a baroque motet, encircling Chacon 
as she indulged in some loosening neck rolls. 
We heard the slow scraping of the edge of her 
shoe against the floor, and then her wrists 
circled and flexed, their flourishes mirroring the 
cursive of the handwritten manuscript projected 
behind her, before her hands closed in prayer. 

The dramas of the title character of Juana: 
First (!) Dream, a fiery intellectual woman 
bucking against and succumbing to the con¬ 
straints of her time, were perfectly expressed 
through the language of flamenco. Sor Juana 
Ines de la Cruz, born around 1650 in colonial 
Mexico, reportedly learned Latin at age 3 
and begged her mother to let her disguise 
herself as a boy so she could attend uni¬ 
versity. Mama refused, so after a stint as a 
lady-in-waiting in the court of the viceroy and 
fending off several marriage proposals, Juana 
joined a convent. Her second convent (she 
stayed only a few months at the first, as its 
austerity clashed with her progressive nature) 
allowed her to spend her time reading, writ¬ 
ing, philosophizing, and learning. That is, until 
a bishop stole some of her ideas and decided 
she needed to devote herself completely to 
prayer. Soon after, she died of a plague, at 
the age of 43. Aiyiyi, and ole! 

A’lante Flamenco’s evocation of this oh-so- 
timeless tale, choreographed by Chacon and 
with musical arrangements by Isai Chacon, 
Jose Manuel Tejeda, and Daniel Johnson, was 
rife with the contrasts that must have racked 
Sor Juana’s being. The bishop who yoked 
her with her rebozo and yanked the books 
from her and her sisters’ hands, placing 
them instead atop their heads in a posture 
exercise, was certainly the antagonist, but it 
seemed impossible to align maleficence with 


the heavenly voices of the guest singers from 
the Texas Early Music Project. In fact, one gift 
of this performance was the notion that in 
Juana herself, just as in this retelling, these 
juxtapositions must have hung together in a 
brilliant, dynamic whole, however hopelessly 
contradicted. Sacred baroque songs were 
interwoven and even mashed up with the 
rhythms and plaints of the A’lante Flamenco 
musicians. Projections on towering backdrop 
panels alternated Sor Juana’s writing, with ink 
blotches and cross-outs, with striking paint¬ 
ings of colonial Mexico’s monjas coronadas, 
nuns crowned with flowers. 

Four dancers who wore velvet, tiered 
ruffles, and heels in the first act reappeared 
in the second as nuns, unshrouded for the 
evening, in white. With bare feet, and without 
the rumbling rhythms that had before seemed 
like organic emanations of their being, they 
were vulnerable and touchingly awkward, as 
one might imagine nuns in their nightgowns 
to be. The Juana role was split between two 
dancers: the fresh-faced, thin-armed Carisa 
Leal as the younger Juana, and the taller, 
more formidable Chacon as the mature Juana 
in Act II. When the nuns lay down to rest, 
Juana rose in a dream, with Chacon’s fingers 
flying on castanets and her feet flying qui¬ 
etly across the stage. It wasn’t long before 
the bishop, danced by Guillermo Tabares, 
took hold of Juana. Although she did put up 
a fight, back in heels and challenging him 
with flashing ankles and a straight back, an 
earlier melting backbend had foreshadowed 
her relent. Her arms flew out to her sides and 
to the sky in the sign of the cross, and she 
shoved her books from her desk. Smartly, 
this was where it ended - we didn’t need to 
see the intellectually impoverished Juana 
tending to the ill or catching her own death. 
And of course, as this was flamenco, there 
was an encore, where everyone was celebrat¬ 
ed, the rhythms were catching, and everyone, 
including the villain and the doomed, went out 
dancing. - Jonelle Seitz

The scale is on the exhibi¬ 
tion postcard. The tool, used for color optimization and dimensional 
reference in photos cataloging artifacts, is a reference to keep in mind 
throughout the show, mainly because it served as a prompt for the 
show’s three artists. Cande Aguilar, Jorge Puron, and Mauricio Saenz, 
all born just this side or the other of the Mexico-U.S. border, were 
familiar with one another’s work when they came together for an exhi¬ 
bition engaging ideas of scale and proportion. 

Puron’s work pulls most literally from the scale, using the geometry 
and colors as a starting point before refracting its shapes and hues. 

At the beginning of the exhibition, there are bold black-and-white 
geometric paintings in the shape of squares and triangles. A step

further, a piece adds a sliver of blue to the palette, a sliver that splices 
a would-be-square canvas into a broken-square canvas (Paralelo or 
“Parallel”); another painting supplements yellow and red; and finally 
there’s an irregular-shaped painting composed of punchy pink and lime 
triangles (Descuadrado or “Unbalanced”). 

Cande Aguilar brings his signature style of “barrioPOP,” described 
as an exploration of border town life through multimedia amalgams, 
to play in the form of variously sized paintings. More abstract than 
Aguilar’s previous works, the paintings here feature fewer pop-culture 
references and have swaths and scribbles of paint in built-up layers 
of expressive, colorful strokes and hodgepodge transferred images. 
Given the intention to challenge perception, these works do so effec¬ 
tively within this space, a gallery on East Cesar Chavez, a street some 
might consider their barrio and home to many of the visual markers in 
the paintings. Perception is shifted by a means of scaling down, here 
the composition is intentional and the vibe of a border town is, within 
the gallery, compressed, approachable for outsiders. 

Scale is inherently comparative. You measure something against 
provided dimensions, another object, yourself, something. The easiest 
way to play with scale is not to change the subject at hand, but rather 
an adjustment of reference, first necessitating an acknowledgment of 
that reference, something often taken for granted. Visiting a childhood 
park to find what was once a towering kiddie land is now a lawn of 
mini-thrills has nothing to do with the park’s size and everything to 
do with your own growth. 

Saenz weaponizes the concept of scale in his pieces, taking an 

iconoclastic stance in his sculptures and video work. Figure _ 

follows a camera through an austere, all-white museum, panning 
Hellenistic sculptures and pyramids of label-less cans. Provocative 
statements appear between shots: “ISIS please destroy art.” The 
imagery echoes in his sculptures. Rows of cans are arranged in a 
precariously tilted acrylic shelf structure, and a black classical bust 
is trapped within a box. Suddenly, the scale changes: It is global, 
canonical, and futile. - Melany Jean

The Alligator Bank in Alvin looks like an ordinary five-story 
suburban bank building from the outside. On the inside the financial 
institution has a unique two-story glass atrium with two live alligators 
who give the First National Bank of Alvin its nickname. 

It started in 1969 when a farmer brought in three 6-inch-long 
baby alligators he found in his rice field. The trio were a deposit that 
matured to over 7 feet long in what was once the bank’s goldfish pond. 

The three alligators - J. Paul Gator, Mitzi Gator, and William 
Teller Gator - became part of the bank’s image and local lore. 

When a new building was constructed it included the Alligatrium with 
an alligator pond surrounded by tropical plants and waterfalls. 

The bank was alligator-less for a while after the last of the originals 
died. The two current reptile residents, Lucy and Lizzy, are juveniles 
rescued from animal control. Most days the pair spend their time 
lounging around the plush cement pond waiting for feeding time. 

Twice a week, on Tuesday and Friday around 9am, building mainte¬ 
nance man Troy Stuart enters the glass enclosure with a bucket of 
chicken parts for the alligators’ lunch. Maintaining a safe distance, 
he talks to them and hands them pieces of raw chicken on the end of a long pole. The duo are more interested in poultry breasts than 
human leg bones. 

The Alligator Bank, aka the First National Bank of Alvin, is at 1600 E. Hwy. 6 in the southwest corner of the intersection with Highway 
35 about 25 miles south of Houston. Well-behaved visitors are welcome to see the alligators anytime Mon.-Fri., 9am-4pm.

Coming Full Circle 

Bagel culture is expanding in Austin

When I moved to Austin from New Jersey 
13 years ago, I went to great lengths to bring 
certain foods back to Texas after visits 
home. I’ve smuggled fresh farmers’ market 
corn and tomatoes on board; I carried a box 
of Doughnut Plant goodies like a lap child. 
Once I even brought double-stacked 18-inch 
pizzas in one box as my onboard personal 
item. But returning with at least one bulg¬ 
ing Ziploc bag full of bagels was always my 
main priority. 

In 2005, Austin was practically devoid of 
bagels, unless you counted Einstein Bros, 
(but no self-respecting East Coast transplant 
would). Hot Jumbo Bagels, the city’s only 
independent bagel shop, had recently closed 
its doors due to rapidly rising rents, though 
owner Lee Wallace still sells about 100 bagels 
a day wholesale. Four years later, New York- 
born musician Joe Humel launched Rockstar 
Bagels, producing wholesale products for 
local stores, restaurants, and cafes. The next 
year, Wholy Bagel opened on William 
Cannon Drive, becoming the only real East 
Coast-style deli and bagel shop in town. 

Rich and Nicole Spiegel, who had been 
lamenting the city’s lack of bagels since 
they moved here from Jersey, heard about 
the opening and began to peer in on its 
progress near-daily. “I would say Nicole has 
a rightful claim to be the first customer 


here,” says Rich. The couple became loyal 
Wholy Bagel regulars, befriending owner 
Scott Campanozzi. And when he decided to 
sell the business nearly six years later, they 
offered to buy it, closing on the deal in the 
last few days of 2015. While they’ve made 
tweaks to some recipes and procedures over 
the past two years, the Spiegels have kept 
the concept nearly identical to the original. 

Though Wholy Bagels and Rockstar both 
aim to craft New York-style bagels, the dif¬ 
ference between the two is palpable. The 
former is much bigger and puffier, with a 
crispier exterior, while the latter is smaller 
in size, with a more condensed crumb. 

“My focus is on constantly reworking our 
product to make it better all the time. My 
employees want to kill me because I keep 
changing the recipe and the technique,” 
says Humel, who opened a walk-up window 
at his production facility three years ago. 
“There are so many variables that affect 
your consistency - it’s a constant game of 
catch-up. I have studied the science behind 
it all for nearly nine years. I use labs in Cali¬ 
fornia for water analysis, a very unique and 
special flour just for bagels, and a key ingre¬ 
dient I have to have shipped from Michigan.” 

Humel ferments his dough for 24-48 
hours before boiling and baking the hand- 
rolled bagels. And while he finds no prob¬ 


lem using Austin tap water, he says he does 
need to alter the mineral count of the water 
when they go to the Houston Wine & Food 
Festival each year. “Houston tap water 
doesn’t cut it,” he says. 

Spiegel cold proofs his dough overnight 
before boiling and baking his bagels. He 
agrees that Austin’s drastic weather chang¬ 
es make dough consistency a challenge, 
and he is also always tweaking his recipe 
depending on the time of year and the rela¬ 
tive humidity. However, he writes off other 
bagel theories as conspiratorial. “It’s not the 
water; it’s not the flour,” he says. “It’s not 
something you can only get in New York or 
New Jersey. It’s all about knowledge and 
the ability to execute.” 

When Wholy Bagel hires a new baker, 
they must train for a minimum of 10 weeks 
before working independently. The current 
head baker, Hector Lopez, came from New 
York’s acclaimed Black Seed Bagels. “We’re 
just trying to be the best operators we can 
be,” says Spiegel, who calculates they’ve 
grown 20% since taking over the business. 
“Customer service is a priority and so is 
consistency and speed. That’s what’s really 
helped us keep the growth up.” 

While the bagels are undoubtedly the star 
of the show, anyone who’s spent any time 
on the East Coast will notice all the other 
mandatory elements at Wholy Bagel. Bas¬ 
kets of fresh bagels hang behind the coun¬ 
ter, and a deli case displays a rainbow of 
hand-folded cream cheeses, Boar’s Head 
deli meats, and Acme Smoked Fish lox. The 
refrigerator boasts Yoo-hoo and Dr. Brown’s 
sodas, while black-and-white cookies and 
crumb cake squares - baked by Sweet 
Sam’s in the Bronx - fill a basket near the 
j register. “People are really passionate about 
3 some of the things we have here,” says 
n Spiegel. “I had a guy ask if he could give me 
5 a hug because we had Taylor ham! We do as 
i much as we can to tie in the New York/New 
* Jersey vibe. And the more transplants we 
gj get from the Northeast, the more these 
i types of businesses are going to pop up.” 


NEW IN 2017 

Lately, Spiegel’s theory has proven cor¬ 
rect. For the past year and a half, Alex 
Manley has been hosting successful bagel 
pop-ups across town under the moniker 
Manley Bagels, beginning at pizza mecca 
Bufalina, where she helped establish the 
baking program. Hers are a hybrid between 
a New York- and a Montreal-style bagel, 
fermented overnight and baked in a wood- 
fired oven. Since accepting the position of 
director of baking and pastry for McGuire 
Moorman Hospitality this summer, she 
hosted some bagel brunches at Jeffrey’s. 
With three restaurant openings on the hori¬ 
zon for the restaurant group this year, the 
bagel pop-ups are on pause, though Manley 
did allude to a possible future bagel-related 
project with MMH. 

Last January, Zach Biderman, a born-and- 
raised Austinite and founding owner of 
Seventh Flag Coffee, opened Biderman’s 
Deli on Far West Boulevard, around the cor¬ 
ner from the Jewish Community Center of 
Austin. In addition to bagels and house-made 
cream cheese (in flavors like dill pickle), the 
Jewish deli serves homestyle favorites like 
matzo ball soup, cinnamon raisin kugel, and 
Reubens on house-made rye. They currently 
bake 200-300 bagels daily, selling out by 
around 11am, and they plan on expanding 
production this year. “Making bagels is a 
combination of science and art - and, of 
course, love,” says Biderman. “It does take 
skill and multiple iterations to figure out the 
ideal recipe.” While Biderman, like Humel, 
keeps his trade secrets on lockdown, the 
steps he takes prior to using the New York 
boil-and-bake method result in a nice chew 
and crust, and an egg wash leaves a glossy 
shine on both the plain and egg bagels. 

This past spring, Eastside newcomer 
Pitchfork Pretty debuted a limited break¬ 
fast menu featuring house-made every¬ 
thing bagels and cream cheese made from 
scratch. Executive chef Max Snyder says 
both are top-secret family recipes adapted 
for a commercial kitchen environment, and 
only a limited number of bagels are made 
daily - and served hot - to ensure freshness. 
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Tom Rosen debuted his Rosen’s Bagel 
Co. bagels at a We Work party during South 
by Southwest last year. The Kansas native 
grew up in a Jewish household where the 
only bagel options came from Panera. “I 
kind of grew up on the Domino’s of the 
bagel scene,” he says. Fortuitously, college 
friends from New York introduced him to 
the real thing. “It was a transcendent 
moment. These bagels were an experience 
I’d never had before and I was confused as 
to why, in my life, I’d never had bagels like 
that. I had three and a half in that sitting!” 

After leaving Arizona Culinary Institute 
to enter a sociology Ph.D. program at UT, 
Rosen decided academia wasn’t for him. 
Austin, however, was - except for one flaw: 
He couldn’t find a bagel he was happy with. 
He spent the next two 
years tinkering with reci¬ 
pes and staging at a vari¬ 
ety of bagel shops in New 
York, like Black Seed 
Bagels, Ess-a-Bagel, and 
Absolute Bagels. 

“I believe that the 
water matters,” he says. 

“Changing the water to 
make it more alkalized is 
common in pretzel mak¬ 
ing and other German 
baking, and I just couldn’t 
replicate the crust and 
chew that I really wanted. 

Water in the Northeast is 
already a little more basic, and ours from 
Austin is not, so we had to alter our water.” 
Rosen’s process is over 48 hours from start 
to bake. Yeast, flour, and water come togeth¬ 
er to create a sponge, giving the bagels their 
slightly sour tang. That sponge is added to 
more flour, water, and yeast, plus malt and 
salt. The bagels are rolled out and fermented 
for 16-24 hours, boiled for one minute, and 
finished in the oven. 

“Bagels are a very democratic food,” says 
Rosen. “They speak to many different peo¬ 
ple and they’re at a price point a lot of peo¬ 
ple can afford, so I think there’s something 
to that. There’s a national current of people 
respecting and wanting more traditional 
foods that are done locally - not just having 
the national brands that push them out. 
That appreciation for local shops leads to 
more niche items coming in.” 


Rosen’s crispy and chewy bagels were an 
immediate hit when he took them to mar¬ 
ket, arranging spring and summer pop- 
ups, and selling out of 250-300 in just 
around an hour each time. In August, he 
solidified a residency at Wright Bros. Brew 
& Brew, where a selection of customizable 
bagels (and bagel sandwiches) are avail¬ 
able. While that will continue indefinitely 
(with more limited options available at 
Sa-Ten, Forthright, and Alta’s Cafe), Rosen 
is hoping to open a brick-and-mortar by 
the end of this year or beginning of next. 
He’s currently seeking a space somewhere 
near Burnet Road and Anderson Lane, and 
has been fundraising via Kickstarter for 
supplies to develop a smoked fish program 
and more elaborate sandwich offerings. 

He’d also like to incorpo¬ 
rate a wood-burning oven 
as a nod to both Texas 
barbecue and Montreal 
bagel cultures. 

Despite the sudden 
increase in bagel avail¬ 
ability across town, there 
seems to be plenty of 
fresh-baked love to go 
around, thanks to the 
contrasting varieties in 
different neighborhoods. 
Rockstar Bagels will be 
initiating their first 
expansion in the next few 
months by opening a food 
trailer in the Leander/Cedar Park area, with 
more mobile units to come. 

“The more people looking for bagels, the 
better it is for everyone making bagels,” 

says Spiegel, who is also considering 

expanding production by opening a second 
Wholy Bagel location after the shop cele¬ 
brates eight years this April. 

“All of the - air quote - competitors I have 
been introduced to have been more than 
gracious with their time,” says Rosen. “It’s 
been really cool to see everyone ascribing to 
abundance theory and also rising tides. I 
think that’s what will make bagels rival the 
breakfast taco in Austin - more options.” 

As for this New York-born, Jersey- 
bred bagel snob? Let’s just say, now I have 
carry-on space for Mallomars on my next 
visit home. ■

THIS LOCAL LIBRARY’S DINER SERVES UP CHEESE, 
GREASE, AND NOSTALGIA by Emily Beyda 


Tucked into an always packed parking lot 
on the side of Highway 71 East is a small 
white building with a slanted roof. It looks 
like a farmhouse, maybe a church, until you 
get close enough to read the writing on the 
front identifying it as the Library of Garfield, 
Texas. Then you look up and see the second 
sign - narrow, blue, high enough up the pole 
it’s perched on that it might take you a min¬ 
ute to notice it: “Hit the Spot Cafe.” 

Inside the library is, well, a library. There 
are shelves of books, a bank of old comput¬ 
ers, and stacks of self-pub¬ 
lished Christian romance nov¬ 
els. On one side is a wall cov¬ 
ered with portraits of every 
U.S. president. If there’s a wait 
- and there will be a wait - you 
can read for a while, or take 
your cup of coffee out to the 
porch. It’s classic diner coffee: 
thin and brown and so hot you 
can feel it through the thick walls of your 
mug - not great coffee, but great coffee 
feels somehow beside the point here. Refills 
are free, of course. You can even get it in a 
to-go cup and walk down to explore the tiny 
ancient graveyard tucked a few feet up the 
road if the wait is extra long and you’re feel¬ 
ing adventurous. 

The restaurant space itself is old-fash¬ 
ioned and cozy, with a low, corrugated tin 
ceiling and old maps decorating the walls. 

A cardboard cutout of John Wayne leans by 
the cash register. It feels like a restaurant 
your grandmother might operate, totally 
immune to trends. 

Chicken-fried steak is the thing to get 
here, either at breakfast with eggs, hash 
browns, and toast, or for lunch, with a 
choice of two sides. The waitress recom¬ 
mended the mac & cheese and mashed 
potatoes, but the idea of consuming such 


a large pile of similarly colored carb mush 
made my citified heart shake in its boots, 
so I replaced the potatoes with cabbage 
(the only non-fried vegetable option on 
the menu). The steak is pounded thin and 
slapped with a layer of chewy thin breading, 
super crispy and lace-ragged at the edges, 
like the best fast-food chicken you ever had. 
It’s napped in a buttery blanket of gravy, 
unctuous and thick, a rich slice of pure 
comfort brightened up with a faint note of 
pepper, perfect when sopped up with the 

spongy wedges of Texas toast 
served on the side. The mac 
& cheese is pure Velveeta, 
strangely reassuring in its 
blandness, the faint vegetal 
note of the cabbage, served in 
a small soup bowl full of melt¬ 
ed butter, bringing everything 
back down to Earth. 

My companion ordered the 
carne guisada, a slow-cooked pork stew with 
hash browns and fried eggs, over easy (natu¬ 
rally) with the creamy yolk melting thick into 
the savory sauce of the stew. It tastes like 
something your mom would make if your 
mom was really into Tex-Mex - no muss, no 
fuss, no vegetables. The potatoes are soft 
and a little crispy at the edges, the beans 
redolent of pork, with more pig than legume. 
Around us, the tables were crowded with 
families enjoying gigantic post-church break¬ 
fasts, groups of toddlers ranging through the 
restaurant like pack animals, moving in 
clambering groups that scooted by just 
below eye level, their pancake-sticky fingers 
grasping at the edges of the vinyl tablecloths 
and, once, briefly, the back of my chair. 

It’s a slightly different scene during 
weekdays at lunchtime. The toddler packs 
are nowhere to be seen. Instead, there 
are tables full of men in cowboy hats and

baseball caps, groups of old women drinking 
iced tea, and people taking a break from 
work or just breaking up their days. It’s a bit 
quieter, so the waitresses have time to 
scoot around chatting with their customers, 
all of whom they seem to know well. “When 
did I become Tim Allen around here?” shout¬ 
ed a waitress covered in lushly old-fash¬ 
ioned tattoos. A table full of bearded men 
eating hamburgers laugh. This is a joke 
they’ve heard before. Following their cue, I 
order the bacon cheeseburger with a side of 
onion rings. Go big or go home, I figured. 
Normally I like my meat rare, but when I try 
to order it that way the waitress shakes her 
head at me. “We have medium,” she says, 
“and medium well. And that’s it.” 

My burger comes to the table barely five 
minutes later. It’s a behemoth of a thing that 
dwarfs the raggedy little pile of (disappoint¬ 
ingly bland, as it turns out) onion rings, with 
a steak knife sticking optimistically from the 
top. It’s the kind of excessively greasy size- 
of-your-head red-meat extravaganza that our 
country is internationally famous for. It’s per¬ 
fect when you’re hung over, slightly horrifying 
at any other time. Grease is the prevailing 
emotion: melted cheese grease, slightly- 
pink-in-the-middle meat grease, super-crispy- 
bacon grease, plus a healthy smear of may¬ 
onnaise melting in the heat. The chopped 


onion and iceberg lettuce provide a much 
needed textural contrast. 

Since they serve breakfast all day (of 
course they do), my lunch date ordered the 
migas which, though they needed a little 
pepping up with hot sauce, had a really 
nice, chewy texture. The accompanying 
fluffy fried flour tortillas groaned under the 
massive pile of eggs and cheese. It’s such 
a cheese-intensive experience, it’s almost 
like an amped-up version of the nachos you 
can get in movie theatres. The beans on 
the side were less porky than the beans 
that came with the carne guisada, although 
whether this was just the variation of 
another batch, or a different recipe entirely, 
was unclear. 

I took two different friends with me on 
my visits to Hit the Spot, and both said the 
same thing almost as soon as we sat down: 
It reminded them of diners they used to go to 
with their families when they were little. Hit 
the Spot Cafe is like that, a diner with sticky 
menus, chatty waitresses, and tables full of 
families and seniors gossiping and drinking 
coffee. It’s the perfect place - the best in 
town, I think - for a paralyzingly potent hit of 
nostalgia that’ll knock you out all afternoon. 
Of course, that could also be all the lard. 
But out here, no one’s counting. ■

Split Decision for AFCA 

GET OUT, THE SHAPE OF WATER TOP LOCAL 

CRITIC AW ARDS by Richard Whittaker 


What was 2017’s top movie? According to 
the Austin Film Critics Association, the honor 
is divided between Get Out and The Shape of 
Water Jordan Peele’s breakout socio-horror 
was voted the best film of the year, while 
Guillermo del Toro’s Cold War fantasy heads 
up the AFCA Top 10 list, as compiled from 
the individual top 10 lists of the 37 members 
of the association. If that math leaves your 
head in a spin, just take it as a sign of the 
amazing strength and diversity of cinema 
in 2017. 

Just as Peele (who also won for best 
original screenplay and best first film) and 
best director winner del Toro split those top 
awards, so no single film dominated the per¬ 
formance categories. Frances McDormand’s 
burning performance as a grieving, furious 
mother in Three Billboards Outside Ebbing, 
Missouri stood in counterpoint to Allison 
Janney’s icily sardonic turn as the world’s 
least supportive mom in /, Tonya , but both 
took home prizes, as did Willem Dafoe’s 
expectation-busting role as the kindhearted 
motel manager in The Florida Project. The 


three veterans were joined by a fresh new¬ 
comer, as Timothee Chalamet took not only 
the best actor award for his role in Call Me by 
Your Name, but also the Robert R. “Bobby” 
McCurdy Memorial Breakthrough Artist Award, 
named after the late co-founder of the AFCA, 
for his extraordinary body of work last year. 

The AFCA represents film critics for Austin 
print and online publications, TV, and radio. 
Chronicle reviewers Marjorie Baumgarten, 
Kimberley Jones, Josh Kupecki, Marc Savlov, 
and Richard Whittaker are all members.

Who says a filmmaker’s life is glamorous? When 
Macon Blair heard that his directorial debut, / Don’t 
Feel at Home in This World Anymore, had won the 
Austin Film Critics Association’s Austin Film Award, he 
was at home caring for his sick kids. “So there’s been 
ups and downs,” he said, “but the ups are great.” 

The award is one of many ups for the critically 
lauded crime comedy, which was snapped up by 
Netflix straight after a Jury Grand Prize win at 
Sundance 2017. Then there was another high dur¬ 
ing Houston’s Day for Night Festival in December, 
courtesy of Jesus Lizard vocalist David Yow (who 
stars in Blair’s film as a low-grade crook). “He was 
there in the crowd, jumping around as he does. Then 
he stops in between songs and goes, ‘Macon Blair, 
everyone! You should see this movie!’ and he gave a 
shout-out to the movie.” 

Blair is no slouch as an actor either, with memo¬ 
rable performances in thrillers like Blue Ruin, and 
Texas comedy Mustang Island, as well as being an 
accomplished screenwriter. But when writing his 
own film, he worked from one key idea: Assume 
you’ll never get a second shot, “so put everything 
in it that you’d want. I wanted to do a crime story, 

I wanted to do a romantic story, I wanted a lot of 


humor and mayhem and suspense.” That’s how he 
created Ruth (Melanie Lynskey), “a nurse who drinks 
beer and cusses a lot, and is not very impressed 
with the people around her. I just wanted to put her 
through a grimy, small-crime story, and see what 
would happen.” 

Last December the AFCA members whittled 
down a record-setting list of 25 features released 
by Austin directors in 2017 to five finalists. On it, 
the Virginia-born Blair vied with established talents 
including four-time winner Richard Linklater for Last 
Flag Flying ; local indie fixture Bob Byington’s black 
comedy Infinity Baby; another Austin transplant, 

Ric Roman Waugh, for tense prison drama Shot 
Caller; and Jason Cortlund and Julia Halperin, with 
twisting music drama Barracuda. Blair said, “I was 
surprised to get put on the list, and then to actually 
win was startling.” 

The AFCA eligibility rules - that the director must 
reside in Austin - reflects a financial reality. Many 
local directors want to shoot here, but relocate out 
of state because of incentives and tax breaks. Blair, 
for example, wrote / Don’t Feel at Home for Austin, 
but finally shot it in Oregon. However, he’s already 
planning to keep his next project at home. He said, 
“It’s such a great community, and a community of 
such long standing, that it’s wonderful to even be 
thought of as part of that group of filmmakers that I 
have admired for so long.” - R.W.

High Fashion, High Passion 

Daniel Day-Lewis and Paul Thomas Anderson reunite for one last runway walk

A new Paul Thomas Anderson film should 
be a major event, and not just on film Twitter. 
The muted anticipation of Phantom Thread 
- Anderson’s eighth film, and his first since 
2015’s underloved (not by me!), capering 
Inherent Vice - surely has something to do 
with the distributor’s chintzy awards season 
campaign and questionable decision to delay 
wide release to 2018. Still, I have a pet 
conspiracy theory: that the notable lack of 
frothing at the mouth that traditionally greets 
a PTA film has something to do with gen¬ 
der. (What isn’t about gender these days?) 
“Meaty.” “Muscular.” These are the kinds 
of words typically tossed around about 
Anderson’s films, which themselves 
are typically built around a man - a 
gumshoe, a cult religion godhead - 
and/or set in male-dominated fields - 
oil, porn. It’s perversely amusing to imag¬ 
ine a certain strain of PTA fans clutching their 
pearls at the first trailer for Phantom Thread, 
a 1950s-set domestic psychodrama about a 
couture designer and his lady muse. It looked 
an awful lot like, well, a women's picture. 

Turns out Phantom Thread is plenty muscu¬ 
lar, even with all those pretty, swishy skirts. 
You’d be hard-pressed to find a steelier spine 
than that of Vicky Krieps, at least. She’s the 
Luxembourgian breakout who goes toe-to-toe 
with actor laureate Daniel Day-Lewis in what 
he swears will be his last film role. They 


could both comfortably retire on the strength 
of their titanic performances here alone. 

Krieps plays Alma, a shy immigrant waitress 
pulled into the orbit of Day-Lewis’ Reynolds 
Woodcock, London’s star dressmaker, and his 
spinster sister Cyril (Manville), the right hand 
and sometimes-heavy who manages Reynolds’ 
affairs and even dumps his girlfriends for him. 
By the end of her first date with Reynolds, 
Alma is stripped down to her slip - not for sex, 
but industry. He’s measuring her for a dress. 
Alma glows at the attention; she’s too aroused 
to notice his hands move over her like she’s a

dress form. But Cyril gets it. When she enters 
the room, she territorially sniffs the air, an 
alpha startled at the foreign smell in her den. 

A Gothic romance with intentional shades 
of du Maurier’s Rebecca, Phantom Thread at 
first seems to pitch Alma as a shrinking violet 
uprooted to a kind of Manderley - the intense¬ 
ly cloistered House of Woodcock, its impen¬ 
etrable unit of brother and sister. But back 
to that spine: Alma has spunk, and a fighting 
spirit. Reynolds may initially be enchanted by 
her clumsiness and seeming malleability - 


that’s what gets her a seat at the table - but 
once installed, she pushes for more, to be not 
just muse but also collaborator, and caretaker. 
When Reynolds pulls back, she finds a differ¬ 
ent soft spot to push on. The magnificent ten¬ 
sion of the film lies in how Alma negotiates 
that push/pull, and what extremes she goes 
to - snuggled, or smuggled, in dulcet tones - 
to even the power dynamic. 

That sleight-of-hand infiltrates the whole 
movie. Sumptuously dressed in Jonny 
Greenwood’s era-callback piano score, the 
exactingly composed frames, and so many 
divine costume designs by Mark Bridges, 
it takes a while to catch on that Phantom 
Thread is Anderson’s most playful and most 
kinky movie to date - a Molotov cocktail gift- 
wrapped in taffeta and lace. It is also, not 
paradoxically, a dead-serious exploration of 
the act of artistic creation, the essential role 
a romantic partner plays in that creation, and 
the toll that subordination to another’s craft 
takes. (Anderson dedicates the film to his 
longtime partner Maya Rudolph and their chil¬ 
dren.) That topic has certainly been batted 
around before on film - auteurs do so love 
splaying their emotional guts on the screen 
in shadow plays of life-begets-art - but what 
sets Phantom Thread apart is that it isn’t an 
apologia, or an exorcism. It’s a Valentine. The 
heart, after all, is our strongest muscle.

THE COMMUTER

If Alfred Hitchcock’s Strangers on a Train 
taught us anything, it’s to never engage in 
hypotheticals. Yet down-on-his-luck insur¬ 
ance agent Michael MacCauley (Neeson) 
commits that error when a fellow commuter 
line passenger called Joanna (Farmiga) sits 
down and poses a question: If he could do 
one tiny thing, one insignificant act, that 
would change another person’s life but have 
no consequence for him, would he do it? 
Actually, the consequence is that he would 
get $100,000, which MacCauley desperately 
needs since he just got fired and his son is 
heading to college. Of course, the theoretical 
is real, as he is challenged to hunt down that 
mysterious person before the train reaches 
its destination: a seemingly impossible task, 
but then he is an ex-cop. 

That seems a plausibility-stretching coinci¬ 
dence, but nothing is by accident in the first 
produced script by Byron Willinger and Philip 
de Blasi. It’s fitting that Neeson reunites 
with director Collet-Serra for this, as the 
pair last worked together on 2011’s equally 
implausible identity switch thriller Unknown. 
Fortunately, Collet-Serra knows how to keep 
this kind of material on the rails. He sticks 
rigorously to the central conceit of a real-time 
trip from New York’s Grand Central Station, 
out along the Metro-North line to suburban 
Cold Spring (he even gets the departure time 
and trip duration pretty much spot on), and 
that central sealed bottle sequence is by far 
the most fun element. An increasingly des¬ 
perate but focused MacCauley whittles down 
the train full of suspects with some surpris¬ 
ingly elegant solutions, as all the while the 
stakes rise. 

But there’s a squeaking wheel that just 
gets more distracting, as the coincidences 
and seeming godlike foresight of Joanna’s 
unseen bosses become an increasing strain 
on credulity. Even as the final act ramps up, 
the action seems to lose steam, and the

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torrent of red herrings and obvious dead 
ends just blocks the tracks. 

Commuter is exactly the kind of post-7aken 
aging-action-star part that Neeson could do 
in his sleep, and while he’s not exactly doz¬ 
ing through the script, it lacks his normal 
grizzled fire and drive. In part, that’s because 
ex-cop MacCauley has had the life beaten 
out of him by the corporate life (watch for a 
not-so-subtle, and very literal, middle finger 
to Goldman Sachs). But it’s also that we’ve 
seen this Neeson so many times before 
(Innocuous-looking ordinary guy with a par¬ 
ticular set of skills? Check. Family in peril? 
Check. Hard-slugging fist fights? Check). 
Taken reinvented the respected actor as a 
more mature tough guy. Maybe it’s just time 
for another reinvention.

What happens to warriors when their war 
is gone? The timing of Hostiles - two years 
after the Wounded Knee Massacre - places 
it just after the raging fire of the American 
Indian Wars has died out, and America’s 
aboriginal people have been left literally in 
chains. U.S. Army Captain Joseph Blocker 
(Bale) put many of them in those shackles, 
or in the ground. Yet he is a man out of time: 
Not only is he nearing retirement, but his vio¬ 
lent legacy is one that Washington wants to 
put behind him. His final mission seems like 
a stab in the gut: to escort cancer-riddled 
Cheyenne chief Yellow Hawk (Studi) and 
his family from New Mexico to Montana, so 
that he can die on what is left of his tribal 
homelands. Both men travel in defeat: Yellow 
Hawk, from loss and time; Blocker, for know¬ 
ing that his masters now reject everything he 
did at their behest. 

This is a bloodstained Old West, as shown 
in the opening moments when a band of 
Cherokee outlaws butcher a settler family, 
leaving only the mother (Pike) as a picture of 
shattered, keening grief. The tone of enduring 
pain has already been set by dust-scoured 
Blocker’s tired, hoarse whisper, but watch¬ 
ing Pike tearing the soil apart with her bare 
hands to bury her babies is soul-wrenching. 

Writer/director Cooper built the script 
from a manuscript by the late Donald 
Stewart. He was best known for scripting the 
first three Jack Ryan movies, and there are 
undoubtedly traces of his often surprisingly 
nuanced take (for Hollywood action scripts) 
on “good guys” and “bad guys.” If the film 
had been made when originally written in 
the Nineties, studios would probably have 
even crammed Harrison Ford into the lead. 
Cooper’s version feels timeless yet contem¬ 
porary, diving headlong into the ongoing and 
often horrific impact of the United States’ 
policies and attitudes to indigenous culture. 

If there’s a shortcoming, it’s that Yellow 
Hawk and his family seem underwritten, 
but that’s sometimes a hidden strength. 

The aging chief has come to terms with his 
legacy, both as killer and protector: He once 


led warriors, and now all that is left of that 
tradition are those raiders that he despises. 
Yellow Hawk has made a faltering peace 
with his past, and it is Blocker who must 
catch up. Studi’s long silences are the rock, 
rather than the supporting role, to Bale’s self¬ 
destructive fury. 

Yet Cooper constantly reminds the audi¬ 
ence that Blocker’s path is personal, and 
not truly reflected in a greater whole. Like 
Yellow Hawk, he must find his own way to live 
with what he has become. The resolution is 
uneasy, but it could never be otherwise.

INSIDIOUS: THE LAST KEY

The mystery at the heart of this demon 
possession franchise isn’t so much that this 
is the third film building on James Wan and 
Leigh Whannell’s 2011 surprise hit stinker. 
The original made a downright Luciferian 
amount of money, and that always guaran¬ 
tees sequelitis ad nauseam. No, the genuine 
enigma facing the moviegoing public - not to 
mention genre fans such as yours truly - is 
that the Insidious movies are getting better 
with each installment, much like series stal¬ 
wart Lin Shaye. That’s not to say that this 
newest bit of Blumhouse cinematic deviltry 
is a masterful, or even borderline competent, 
shock show. It is, however, by turns entertain¬ 
ing, incomprehensible, goofy, and even on 
occasion unnerving. 

Shaye returns as parapsychologist Elise 
Rainier, aided and abetted by her comic- 
relief aides-de-campy Specs (Whannell) and 
Tucker (Sampson), but since the character 
was killed off in the first film, The Last Key 
time-hops from young Elise’s (Kolker) spooky 
childhood growing up beside a penitentiary 
death house in 1950s New Mexico to 2010 
(the latter being directly prior to the events 
in Insidious). Her new psychic rescue mis¬ 
sion involves both her own soul and possibly 
that of one Ted Garza (Acevedo), the new 
owner of her disquieting former home. Also 
in the mix of madness are Elise’s sibling 
(Davison), his two daughters (Gerard, Locke), 
and the usual complement of stiletto-

fingered demons, eyeless yawning specters, 
and oh so many jump scares. 

Director Robitel bumps up against many of 
the series’ previous plot contrivances, but he 
does manage some of the franchise’s eeriest 
moments (I’ll say no more). He also slows 
the pace down a tad, lighting some slow-burn 
suspense sequences that go on longer than 
most before the inevitable “gotchas.” Shaye 
is in top form here, working with a character 
both she and the audience know inside and 
out by this point, yet never lapsing into cli¬ 
ches or tropes other than those necessitated 
by the boo! scary! storyline. 

A brief note to Insidious virgins: Whannell’s 
script is a sequel to Insidious: Chapter 3, 
which was a prequel to Insidious: Chapter 
2, which may result in side effects including 
but not limited to: deja vu, jamais vu, brain 
slough, obverse Stendhal syndrome, flinching 
followed by comedic hysterical laughter, and 
an unmanageable hankering to revisit a bet¬ 
ter possession movie like Seance on a Wet 
Afternoon. You have been warned.

Oh, Paddington, I adore you. Everyone’s 
favorite Peruvian-born, London-bred, furry, 
friendly, and above all civil and immeasurably 
kind (albeit frequently nonplussed) little bear 
returns in this sequel to 2014’s perfectly exe¬ 
cuted origin story. As sequels go, Paddington 
2 is up to the challenge. It’s neck and neck, 
or paw and claw as to which is the better, so 
why not just watch both back to back? That’s 
what I’ll be doing this weekend, anyway. 

The script by director King and Simon 
Farnaby presents a lively, engaging story with¬ 
out overdoing it. Paddington is still a member 
of the Brown household (actors Bonneville, 
Hawkins, Joslin, Harris, and Walters’ Scottish 
nanny Mrs. Bird all return) in picturesque 
West London, but this time out the plot 
revolves around his attempt to find a suit¬ 
able 100th birthday present for his beloved 
Aunt Lucy back in South America. To that 
end, he finds a vintage and valuable pop-up 
book of 19th century Londinium attractions 
at Mr. Gruber’s (Broadbent) antiques shop. 
Resolved, he begins saving his pennies, but 
before you can say “Crikey, Hugh Grant is 
getting long in the tooth,” his aging and vain 
actor-next-door Phoenix Buchanan makes off 
with the gorgeous tome. Poor Paddington 
is collared for the theft and winds up doing 
hard time at Her Majesty’s pleasure. Oh no! 

Oh yes, but this is Paddington who, after 
a minor mishap involving doing his fellow 
prisoners’ laundry and one stray red sock - 
the surly inmates are thus forced to sport 
fetchingly pink prison garb for the rest of 
the movie - befriends the fearsome chef 
Knuckles McGinty (Gleeson) by schooling him 
in the finer points of making a marmalade, 
and pretty soon the whole gang is doing the 
conga. I would expect nothing less from this 
exemplary bear.

There are numerous ways to look at The 
Post, the 1971 story of how the Pentagon 
Papers came to be published by the 


Washington Post once The New York Times 
was enjoined from further publication of rev¬ 
elations that the government’s defense of 
the Vietnam War was based on systematic 
lies to Congress and the public. First, it is a 
dandy newspaper film, something of a pre¬ 
quel to All the President's Men, showing what 
the Post had been up to in the year prior 
to the 1972 Watergate scandal. The Post 
is not as focused on a single storyline as 
Alan J. Pakula’s masterpiece, which is both 
a plus in terms of its multiplicity of angles 
and a minus in its fuzzier narrative trajectory. 
Yet, The Post has all the signatures of great 
newspaper movies: the stentorian whirr of 
the printing press, the rumble it creates in 
the newsroom above, the swooping noise of 
the pneumatic copy tubes, and the nimble 
mysteries of hot type. 

It is inescapable that, for better and 
worse, this is also a Steven Spielberg movie. 
There’s hardly a filmmaker who can surpass 
Spielberg’s effectiveness as a storyteller, with 
his mixture of fluid concision and popular

surrender. The film is anchored in the star 
power of Meryl Streep as the newspaper’s 
hesitant publisher Katharine Graham, and 
Tom Hanks as her hand-picked executive 
editor Ben Bradlee. The Post is more about 
these personalities than a straightforward 
newspaper thriller devoted only to following 
a story lead to its conclusion. Especially in 
the film’s closing chapters, the director relies 
on too many laudatory moments and heroic 
shots that elevate these characters over the 
essence of the story. Yet Streep is magnifi¬ 
cently Streepish and Hanks, playing tougher 
than usual, more than holds his own against 
the memory of Jason Robards’ Oscar-winning 
version of Bradlee in All the President's Men. 

However, one of the essential story 
strands of The Post is the blossoming of 
its publisher Katharine “Kay” Graham, who 
inherited the position after her husband’s 
death. A well-loved Washington socialite, 
Graham was unprepared to become the first 
woman to lead a Fortune 500 company. The 
newspaper’s search for, and investigation of, 
the Pentagon Papers is set against the back¬ 
ground of the increased scrutiny of the Post 
concurrently seeking to take its stock public. 
Were Graham not already a woman of waver¬ 
ing self-confidence, especially as the sole 
woman in rooms full of men, the magnitude 
of deciding to publish the Pentagon Papers 
would have been enough to make equivo- 
cators of die-hard ideologues. Some have 
remarked that The Post is the story of Kay 
transforming into Katharine Graham, which is 
pretty on the mark. 

Not to be ignored is that The Post script 
by Josh Singer (also responsible for the 
last great shoe-leather newspaper movie, 
the Oscar-winning Spotlight) and Liz Hannah 
was written with the expectation of a Hillary 
Clinton presidency. Instead, the film was 
rushed into production in spring 2017 for 
release in the Trump era, where the press 
has been declared an “enemy of the peo¬ 
ple.” Undoubtedly, this atmosphere raised 
the stakes on the film’s truth-seeking mis¬ 
sion. Speeches about the need to stand 
up for the right to publish the truth take 
on increased urgency and notability in this 
light. To what extent these were in the origi¬ 
nal script, or had the same emphasis, is 
unknown. However, The Post is undeniably 
an important movie for our times, a product 
shaped by the present and past, and speak¬ 
ing compellingly to this singular moment in 
our American history.

A quartet of modern high school¬ 
ers get trapped in its rules, but rather than the world of 
Jumanji coming to them, they get sucked through the 
console into the jungle, and become the avatars they 
selected. The broad and plentiful comedy is in the switch- 
eroo, and Black in particular relishes channeling his inner 
sorority girl. Of course, the original had its fair share of 
menace, and Welcome to the Jungle does not spare the 
danger. Strip away the characters, and this is the most 
badass Pitfall! reboot you never played.

Three 
Billboards’ range spans between anguish and comedy in 
ways that can seem both dizzyingly daring and narratively 
pat, but never is the film dull or unthinking. McDormand 
plays Mildred, the heartbroken mother of a teenage girl 
whose rape and murder months earlier has yet to be 
solved. In her grief, she decides on a plan to shame the 
small-town police chief (Harrelson) into action. Her plan 
upsets the community; disturbs her son Robbie (Hedges), 
who has tried to remain comfortably numb in the wake 
of his sister’s death; and embarrasses her ex-husband 
(Hawkes), who, annoyingly, has taken up with a 19-year- 
old know-nothing (Weaving). However commanding and 
absorbing Three Billboards may be, the film is diminished 
by its neatness and unconvincing resolutions to the many 
dilemmas it puts into play. The story’s wealth of characters 
manages to keep things interesting but also draw atten¬ 
tion away from the film’s central pursuits. Nevertheless, 
Three Billboards is a momentous achievement, present¬ 
ing us with a remarkable female character and topical 
plot about the conspiracy of silence that pervades our 
culture.

Between Two Worlds 


REDEFINING IDENTITY IN 

by Beth Sullivan 

In Alexandra Dietz’s documentary Your Way 
Back to Me, Hannah Sheridan returns to her 
Native American community following the 
deaths of her grandmother and father. To her 
family, Sheridan is “Hannah,” but to Dietz, 
she is “Dot,” her longtime-girlfriend-turned- 
subject. The product of merging their personal 
and professional lives, Dietz’s documentary 
intimately follows Sheridan’s journey through 
grief, while she also navigates her identity 
within her family and culture. 

Your Way Back to Me was born one day in 
a D.C. bar when Sheridan, who’d been recent¬ 
ly discharged from the Navy, asked Dietz, a 
documentary photographer, to make a film 
about her family. Sheridan wanted her girl¬ 
friend to document her homecoming to the 
Cheyenne and Arapaho community and her 
family in Oklahoma, a place she had not 
stayed for more than several days at a time 
in the last decade. Dietz said Sheridan felt a 
deeply spiritual pull to return home and fulfill

her role in cultural mourning rituals. Dietz 
said, “[The title] came from this calling of her 
conceptualizing the idea of making this film 
and it calling her back home. ... The film in 
itself is the way back to home.” 

The couple lived with the Sheridan family 
for four months, during which Dietz shot over 
a terabyte of footage (“I just constantly lived 
with the camera on me at all times,” she 
said). The final material - observational 
shots, interviews, and archival home videos - 
chronicles the aftermath of profound loss 
within familial and cultural realms. 

As Dietz’s most personal work yet and her 
first film, Your Way Back to Me was a com¬ 
plete education. Being the sole shooter, edi¬ 
tor, and sound person of her first documenta¬ 
ry film allowed Dietz to cultivate her produc¬ 
tion and postproduction skills. Yet onscreen 
and off, Dietz said striking the balance 
between her roles as Sheridan’s girlfriend 
and documentarian was challenging, and 



taught Dietz how to not sensationalize a 
deeply personal story. In one of the most poi¬ 
gnant sequences, Sheridan’s brother guides 
the family through a ceremonial sweat in 
honor of their father, fulfilling a role once held 
by the family patriarch. Dietz said, “This is my 
family. And so I want[ed] to participate in the 
sweat, but then I [had] to film the sweat. And 
what do you do when your girlfriend is crying 
to you in bed and you have a camera?” 


For Dietz, the film’s goal is multidimension¬ 
al: to tell the story of a middle America, mid¬ 
dle-class family that happens to be Native 
American, and to challenge non-Native peo¬ 
ple’s and the media’s stereotyped perceptions 
of the community. While she made it for “the 
Native community first and foremost ... this 
isn’t [about] being inherently Native. This is 
about grief and loss and a journey home, 
which so many people can identify with.” ■

Strike Up the Bond

Sixteen months ago - long after announce¬ 
ment of the ambitious Omnibus fix-all, and 
long before the subsequent fumbling of 
venue-friendly policy - Mayor Steve Adler’s 
office announced a scheme to preserve live 
music spaces threatened by vaulting rent and 
boundless development: a mini-bond program 
crowdsourcing funds to acquire a venue’s 
land, which would then be rented back to the 
club at an affordable rate. 

Its billing as “a creative solution for the cre¬ 
ative class” wasn’t hubris. _ 

“Playback” imagined that low- 
risk $500 bonds could be 
an attractive investment for 
creatively conscious citizens 
and perhaps even become 
a popular gift item: “Happy 
birthday, Aunt Dana, here’s 
two shares of the Broken 
Spoke property.” More 
importantly, the mini-bonds 
would be low hanging fruit for wealthy tech 
companies who need to back up their live music 
capital lip service with some actual capital. 

At long last, the Chronicle has learned 
there’s movement on mini-bonds via recent 
advanced discussions involving Music 
Venue Alliance head Rebecca Reynolds, 
City Music Manager Erica Shamaly, power 
attorney Dan Wheelus, and representation 
from the mayor’s office. 

Reached for comment Monday morning, 
Reynolds explained that the meetings have 
sparked several key developments, including 
potential utilization of restrictive covenant 
agreements. That means if a property owner 
doesn’t want to sell their land outright, the 
mini-bond group could pay them a certain 
amount to hedge profitability and preserve 
affordable rates for the tenants. Asked about 
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rumors that Gary Keller would be guarantee¬ 
ing the bonds, Reynolds says the local real 
estate mogul/music enthusiast has made 
no such agreement, but confirmed the bonds 
do need to be guaranteed and it could be an 
individual or a group doing so. 

There may be a significant amount of 
money needing to be backed up given that 
organizers are now envisioning the program 
as a repeatable effort. The initial announce¬ 
ment characterized a one-time $10 million 

_ fund, which naturally made 

club owners competi¬ 
tive over who would have 
their rent stabilized. Now, 
Reynolds reveals that 
there’s potential for mul¬ 
tiple $10 million rounds, 
meaning more venues 
could be preserved than 
first imagined. 

That ought to spark an 
interesting debate: How should live music 
rooms be chosen for preservation - history, 
cultural impact, degree of endangerment? 
Reynolds says no entities are currently on a list 
and parties involved are developing a strategy 
for a selection process involving a third party. 

Hole in the Wall remains an obvious can¬ 
didate given its 44-year history and recent 
near-fatal lease negotiations. Owner Will 
Tanner is eager to get more details and 
wants to make sure the city is assuming the 
role of landlord, not business partner. Still, 
the potential for stable rent is exciting. 

“It would be a huge help for us,” acknowl¬ 
edges Tanner. “The possibility of Hole in the 
Wall’s lease going up in three years is by far 
the biggest challenge we face.”

JJ. Jacobson, scrappy frontman 
for Eighties punk aggressors the 
Offenders, died Jan. 4, at 52. “J.J. 

Offender,” who had mostly lived in 
a South Austin homeless encamp¬ 
ment during recent years, was 
found unconscious last Thursday 
in a parking lot by police and died 
shortly after, confirmed bandmate 
Pat Doyle. Cause of death has yet 
to be disclosed. 

Jacobson revolutionized the 
Offenders when he replaced original 
singer Mick Buck in 1981, around 
the same time the formerly Clash- 

inspired Killeen transplants discovered D.O.A.’s Hardcore 81 and saw Black Flag at Raul’s 
on the Drag. 

“When J.J. came in, he brought nothing but his attitude and a cool-sounding voice,” remem¬ 
bers Doyle, the Offenders’ drummer who considered Jacobson a little brother. “He made it all 
come together.” 

Center stage in a band comprised of unique and arresting characters, Jacobson looked like 
a juvenile street tough and boasted a rabid scream complementing the quartet’s roaring brand 
of hardcore. The widely touring group’s essential releases, 1984’s “I Hate Myself” 7-inch and 
1985’s Endless Struggle LF? cemented the Offenders as legends of Texas punk before disband¬ 
ing in 1986. In the ensuing years, Jacobson got increasingly entangled with hard drugs, petty 
crime, and homelessness. 

“J.J. was hustling his whole life,” offers Doyle. “I think he liked it. I hate to characterize it 
that way, but a lot of people offered him places to stay and he never stuck around long.” 

The Offenders reunited at Emo’s in 2002 and, following the deaths of bassist Mikey 
Donaldson (2007) and guitarist Tony Johnson (2012), Jacobson fronted a lineup featuring 
Craig Merritt, Jeff Martin, and Doyle. The band was offered a national tour in 2014, but 
turned it down after Doyle tried in vain to get the singer an ID card. That’s how off-the-grid 
he was. 

“I really thought I’d be the first to go,” Jacobson told “Playback” in 2014, regarding his 
departed bandmates. “I did a lot more hard living and hard partying than anyone.” 

Friends host a memorial for Jacobson at the Lost Well on Sunday, Jan. 21, at 2pm. 


The Real Victim of Music Poll Nominations

music talent. So far, both goals have exceed¬ 
ed our expectations. This year’s nominees 
feature more people of color, more women, 
and more artists of all ages than previous 
years, and people seem to like that. 

I say that because second-round voting put 
up insane numbers in its first week - to the 
extent we can safely say that more people 
are making their voices heard in the Music 
Poll than ever before. The new ballot, clos¬ 
ing Jan. 22, is also easier to fill out. I know 
because I just did it. 

Someone needed to vote for Kevin Curtin.

Your Extreme Self 

Freak punks Big Bill finally unleash their inner LP

Eric Braden’s last show with his first band 
ended in a gush of blood and affirmation. 

In 2010, years before he began freak- 
punk project Big Bill, the recent college 
graduate still lived in Lubbock and, despite 
a glaring lack of musical experience, some¬ 
how convinced a guitarist named Fiddles to 
start a band with him. Their final perfor¬ 
mance included the group’s bassist acciden¬ 
tally whacking Braden in the head, which 
left him with a gushing wound for the 
remainder of the set. Afterward, a friend 
told him, “You were made to be a frontman.” 

When the singer recounts the story, 
laughing, it’s at the prompting of his broth¬ 
er and Big Bill bandmate, Cody Braden. 

“It definitely helped get me over my infe¬ 
riority complex, because I didn’t play guitar. 
Or know how to sing,” affirms Eric. 

“He did for you what you did for me, 
growing up,” deadpans Cody. 

Even if the younger Braden sounds face¬ 
tious, Big Bill’s guitarist credits his brother’s 


drive and obsession with music for his own 
artistic development. From cutting demos in 
high school to his fast ascending local four- 
piece, Eric’s unwavering dedication has 
proved a tenacious presence - both in the 
focal point’s unhinged, gripping live theatre 
and the band’s momentum. 

“Eric always believed in Big Bill,” 
explains Cody. “He’s the force that’s kept it 
together. And that means a lot.” 

The band came together in 2012, after the 
native Katy siblings moved to Austin on a 
whim and backed into an alienated existence 
at a remote apartment complex in South 
Austin. After connecting with Eric’s high 
school friend and bassist David Fitzhugh, the 
trio decided to rock and did so by churning 
out ridiculous, humorous, Big Bill madness. 

Illness forced Fitzhugh out, replaced by 
Jennifer Monsees before multi-instrumen¬ 
talist Alex Riegelman became permanent. 
The original drummer didn’t work out, 
either, but a friend connected them with 


Alan Lauer early on. Lauer had seen Big 
Bill perform, and Cody recalls Lauer’s 
first impression of the group: “They 
couldn’t sing, but there was something 
about it I liked.” 

The latter part is the consensus in Austin. 

Across five years and roughly 200 shows, 
Big Bill has grown into a local phenomenon, 
a cacophony of feverish, chaotic punk and 
absurdist humor. Songs include “What Do 
You Want on Your Salad?” and “Every City 
Sucks,” and they’re all punctured by Eric’s 
grating vocals. It’s unexpected, subverted, 
and yields an immersive, surrealist escape. 

That raw live energy often finds the 
singer hanging from ceiling beams or 
careening into the crowd, seemingly 
removed from his body and inhabiting the 
far-out mind of whichever freak is narrating 
the song. This typically draws a crowd. A 
June residency at the Electric Church last 
year crammed the swelter¬ 
ing Eastside DIY space 
every Friday night, while 
Bill’s December record 
release show at Hotel 
Vegas became uncomfort¬ 
ably packed. 

Often, audiences skew 
younger, kids driving in 
from San Marcos to see 
the band. Both speak to 
Big Bill’s ability to con¬ 
jure up a community. That 
first taste of genuine 
weirdness beckons to a teen and the colle¬ 
giate demographic, a door-opening magic 
offered by the group’s unabashed embrace 
of the inane. 

“With Big Bill, the call is, ‘Feel free to do 
whatever you want,”’ says Lauer. ‘“Be your¬ 
self. Be the most extreme version of your¬ 
self right now.’ If you wanna sit, or lie down 
on the ground, or if you wanna jump on us, 
we don’t discourage that. We create an envi¬ 
ronment where that’s available to people.” 

“There’s something in how Eric interacts 
with the audience that feels pretty inclusive 
or communal,” adds Riegelman. 

In the beginning, there were outlandish 
outfits, a cartoonish unibrow slapped 
across Eric’s face, but that’s faded away. 
Even with the overt visuals mostly laid to 
rest, the odd bird labels remain. The front¬ 
man visibly cringes at the word “zany,” 


acknowledging that the band embraced the 
label, but he bristles at Big Bill being rele¬ 
gated to mere novelty. 

“Big Bill is self-critical, intuitively,” says 
Cody. “I feel like we’re perfectionists and 
we try to make every detail right, versus 
bands who just wanna have a good time 
and are agreeable in their songwriting pro¬ 
cess because they don’t wanna hurt each 
other’s feelings.” 

“We go at each other and yell at practice 
pretty regularly.” 

Last year, Big Bill fixated on the idea of 
releasing a full-length. It seemed like the 
next step for a legitimate band. Stand by 
Your Bill thus dropped in November, accom¬ 
panied by intricate, cartoonish album art, 
the visuals by Brian Blomerth so striking 
that the band felt it had to live up to them. 

The bow doesn’t totally capture the mania 
of the quartet’s live show, but it’s a sonically 
diverse sprawl that’s 
starkly, and singularly, Big 
Bill. The LP flies by at a 
breakneck pace, angular, 
jarring, and adrenaline- 
fueled. Eric’s nasally, alien 
vocals fuse together a 
gleeful absurdity. In parts, 
it’s sinister, in others gen¬ 
tle. Sometimes a chug¬ 
ging, cheesy guitar line 
crashes into a pure pop 
hook (“Clint Eastwood Is 
My Dad”). 

As the core songwriters, the Bradens 
avoid punk band tropes. Any statement 
songs are subverted, their politics buried 
beneath hooks and a good dose of humor, 
which the brothers agree is composition- 
ally central. Mostly, they’re focused on the 
overarching experience. 

“I want it to be unsettling,” offers Eric. 
“It’s an element of attack almost, an attack 
on what you expect or what you feel com¬ 
fortable in. I do embrace the negativity. It’s 
almost more to feed off of when [the audi¬ 
ence] isn’t sure.” 

“Winning people over is a lot more satis¬ 
fying than when everybody’s on board from 
the very start,” adds Cody. 

“I just like that feeling of, ‘This is a weird 
vibe, I’m not used to feeling this way, I don’t 
know what to feel,”’ finishes Eric Braden. 

“That’s the goal.” ■

BIG BILL Stand by Your Bill 

Absurdity can act as a diversion from the meat of a group’s material, 
but for Big Bill, it’s an ethos. On the Austinites’ first full-length release, 
and after a half-decade smattering of smaller takes, the troupe cuts 
out the fuzz for clean, professional, punk clowning. Rambunctious start 
“What Do You Want on Your Salad?” polls for ranch, Italian, or balsamic, 
setting a precedent for movingly strange interactions. Influenced by the 
uplifting combustion of homegrown Eighties funk-punkers the Big Boys, 

Big Bill keep things riotous but also PG-13. Any anti-establishment dejection sneaks out around 
Eric Braden’s zany rhyme schemes (infirmary/mortuary/cemetery on “Pharmacy”) and deadpan 
nasal delivery, ditching classic hardcore aggression. Song three builds a chant for the Texas 
state capital’s new impostor syndrome generation: “Gonna trick everybody into thinking I’m a 
somebody.” Morbidly funny “Baby Go Wah” surprises with slow dance sweetness, while memo¬ 
rable declaration “Clint Eastwood Is My Dad” is a mock/earnest metal duel. Final short story 
“Last Meal” comes full circle with a salad offering. It’s the essence of Big Bill, granting rever¬ 
ence to something leafy and random.

“A quick one/' joked Erik Conn to an audi¬ 
ence of 100 after Tia Carrera's second 
song. By then, the long-running trio had 
already logged 40 minutes onstage. A well- 
timed yelp from behind the drum kit by Conn 
then comprised the first and last vocal in a 
performance galloped forward as guitarist 
Jason Morales and Curt Christenson on bass 
conjured brisk and endless improvisational 
changes to metal movements set aflame in 
every direction to Conn's backbone rhythm. 

Next, Greenbeard rocked the cold winter 
night with their nipples out save for drum¬ 
mer Buddy Hachar. The Austin trio sludged 
forward on distortion and dominant vocals 
from frontman Chance Parker, bassist Jeff 
Klein swaying like a proud peacock as local 
metalheads nodded in pleased assent. Duel 
followed suit by demonstrating the volume 
increase associated with a second guitarist. 

Amplified Heat brothers Chris, Jim, and Gian 
Ortiz closed with high-powered jams about miss¬ 
ing “your biscuits & gravy” and the Chupacabra 
blues. One woman next to the stage hyped 
the crowd with her dancing, eyes closed and 
lost in the music. Frontman Jim Ortiz leaned 
over and played directly to her for almost a 
minute, but she never saw him. That explains 
how locals might have missed the veteran 
little ol’ band from Austin. - Christina Garcia

Austin’s Nine Mile Records packed both 
stages at Barracuda last Friday, beginning 
with local fivepiece Carry Illinois and the 
booming, brassy voice of Lizzy Lehman. 
Powering sleepy, twee-pop instrumentation, 
the singer/guitarist skewed introspective on 
“Shameful Feeling,” her otherwise theatrical 
voice hushed. “Little Shell” offered like-mind¬ 
ed empathy, Lehman’s earnest narratives 
proving warm and hopeful. 

Abram Shook delved into sophisticated 
yacht rock - bright, rhythmic, undulating. Cool 
and understated, his falsetto carved out a 
breezy, atmospheric airiness. Organs and 
pedal steel in the singer’s backing foursome 
pushed the sound from guitar rock into some¬ 
thing more experimental. From last year's 
Love at Low Speed, “Lies” offered that same 
pedal steel at breakneck speed. 

Closers Tinnarose performed as an eight- 
piece complete with brass section and two 
fluid backup dancers in brightly colored gauze 
ensembles. Devon McDermott’s towering, 
hypnotic voice traversed a divergent set list, 
at times slipping into a reserved folk psyche¬ 
delia conjuring Jefferson Airplane, which also 
accounted for a hammering, throughly explo¬ 
sive jam-band sound on “TamLin.”

JULIA LUCILLE Cheer Up Charlies, Jan. 3 

Amid the laundry list bills of Free Week’s scatterbrained showcases, last Wednesday at 
Cheer Up Charlies delivered resonate indie-folk penned for Lockhart enclaves and West Texas 
plains, all untouched by Austin’s impatient bustle. 

Julia Lucille’s intimate gentility on last year’s third LP Chthonic bloomed into grounded, mys¬ 
tifying noir. Here, that material hovered between serenity and unsettlement, her voice finding 
breathing room in band dropouts. Finding common ground on the songs’ weighted middles, the 
quartet gave bite and breakdowns to Lucille’s foreboding bedroom captures. 

RF Shannon delivered palatable twang in cowboy boots via sprawling, ambient, country bliss. 
A walking pace put Shane Renfro’s deep whispers on equal footing with the group’s spacey, 
psych-hued instrumentation. Plus, their pedal steel sustained for reassembled Nineties act 
Knife in the Water, which churned Galaxie 500-like slowcore into organic mantras. Founder 
Aaron Blount granted each soft phrase deliberate landing space, emphasized in sighing echo 
by local songwriter Jana Horn. 

A bright burst of Star Parks reinvigorated the late weeknight, trumpet and slide trombone teas¬ 
ing the flower power romanticism of 2016 debut Don’t Dwell. Singer Andy Bianculli charmed with 
quick-witted blues guitar and a big take on George Harrison’s “Let It Down.” At their exit, four acts 
had reconstructed Texas’ rock and folk tradition in novel but familiar form. - Rachel Rascoe 


Empire Control Room & Garage, Jan. 6 

Talent-stacked stages running concurrently, 
Empire Control Room & Garage authenticated 
Austin’s redeveloping sonic experience. 

Kicking off the Control Room’s ticket was 
a bold, stream-of-consciousness comedy set 
by first-timer Haris Qureshi, a known hip-hop 
commodity as producer. That gave way to 
sets by up-and-coming producer/DJ acts the 
Deli and DJ Tats, a growing audience sam¬ 
pling curated mixes at home on Stones Throw 
or Soulection labels. 5D - Rudi Devino and 
HBZ of SubKulture Patriots - then offered 
fresh-cut lyricism to the proceedings, includ¬ 
ing a noteworthy freestyle session to close 
their mini-set. 

An evening standout, BoomBaptist and 
sweet-singing Keeper vocalist Yadira Brown 
combined as the Vapor Caves, a promising 
future-funk concoction playing live for the 
first time. Outside, following a dreamy set 
by indie-pop act Shy Beast, R&B songstress 
Melat closed down the 




smoking more than brisket. 

Ambushing the small inside 
stage as a 10-piece, the outfit 
formerly known Mama K & the 
Shades blew through psychedelic 
funk jams. The recent departure 
of frontwoman Kelsey Garcia left 
the freshly monikered Honey Made 
anchored by duo Chris and Willie 
Barnes, smooth-voiced drummer 
and frenetic frontman, respec¬ 
tively. Ms. Mack added raw soul 
power to the batch of new tunes 
as horns and dual percussion torqued through breakdowns into Latin and Caribbean rhythms. 

The explosive start left Best Blues/Soul/Funk Austin Music Awards nominee Tomar & 
the FCs with a tough act to follow. The quintet laid out tight Southern soul, leaning heavily 
on Tomar Williams’ charisma. The singer worked up a sweat across the full stage, shouting 
through opening blast “Shine Your Light” and the anthemic “Rise Above.” Closing rockabilly 
romp “Heart Attack” unleashed the band at its best. 

Though the crowd thinned considerably for powerhouse vocalist Jai Malano, the singer laid 
into a deep, gritty groove to close the night. As impressive as Malano’s voice, guitarist Travis 
Deardorff lit his own blues sparks on cuts like “Hound Dog.” - Doug Freeman

Mega Bog, aka Seattle/Brooklyn’s Erin Birgy, opens 

Dan Bejar revels in density. Within Destroyer, his songs pack allusions and contort 
vordplay through his distinct nasal pitch and often elaborate arrangements. Last year’s 
Llth LF? Ken, offered a different vision from the Vancouver songwriter, more sparse and 
iirect in both sentiment and sound as it braced with Eighties-inspired synth rhythms. 

“I can’t imagine writing another batch of songs like this again,” confides Bejar. “It 
ust seems incongruous with what I’ve been doing for the last 15 years. I like it, but it 
just seems like a special set of songs in a lot of ways. It’s almost kind of goth, 
or as goth as Destroyer’s ever going to get. 

“Lyrically, I feel like the songs have kind of a darkness to them, a kind of 
darkness that’s different to the pleasant kind of melancholia that Destroyer 
songs usually have to them. There’s a handful of them that are more menac¬ 
ing and clenched. I don’t really know where that was coming from. 

“The only thing I really sense when I scan Ken is there’s a really specific 
definition to the world that seems to be diseased and hostile and violent, or 
naybe decaying.” 

The sound partially attributes to Bejar’s extensive solo touring over the past year, 
he most he’s ever done. Returning now with an eightpiece band, his filling out the 
;ongs provides a new perspective on them. 

“It feels in some ways the most outside of me, because I don’t see myself as a 
>erson on the verge of collapse,” he laughs. “As I get older, the world seems more 
:onfusing and demented. I feel like that’s a real normal thing that happens, but maybe 
t just happens slightly quicker when you’re in show business.” - Doug Freeman
